SENATORS STILL TALKING 


— 
WO INDICATIONS OF A BREAK IN 
THE DEAD-LOCK. 

BARELY A QUORUM PRESENT, BUT REIN- 
FORCEMENTS EXPECTED—MR. CALL 
CRITICIZES NEW-ENGLAND’S SUFFRAGE 
LAWS—PARTISAN SPEECH BY MR. VEST. 

Wasnineton, April 11.—The first vote 
faken in the Senate to-day showed that there 
were present 39 Senators, or just a quorum, 
who could vote. There were several others 
who were restrained by pairs. This condition 
of affairs seemed to support the theory of 
some observers that the dead-lock will be 
broken by the departure of Senators. Just 
before adjournment another vote was taken, 
and those voting did not make aquorum, After 
some delay a quorum was found, and 
the Senate then adjourned. Notwithstand- 
Ing these indications it is not proba- 
ble that the dead-lock will be broken 
by a gradual disappearance of the members of 
the Senate. Several Senators who accom- 
panied the body of Senator Carpenter to Wis- 
consin are still absent, but their return will add 
add several votes to the active list, and release 
those with whom they have been paired. It 
is true that some other Senators have gone 
home and do not expect to return, but there 
are some who have gone to put their business 
in such condition that they can return to stav. 
There may occasionally be trouble about the 
lack ofa quorum, but there seems to be no 
trustworthy indication at present that the 
problem will be solved by the retreat of either 
of the opposing forces. 

At the beginning of to-day’s session, Mr. 
Edmunds was once more in his seat, and it 
was plain that his trip to the South had done 
him a great deal of good. He remained in the 
thamber only a short time. Mr. Rollins, of 
New-Hampshire, had been called home, be- 
cause of the destruction of his farm 
buildings by fire. Mr. Call finished the 


long speech which he began last Thurs- , 


day, and repeated the old arguments 
about limitations of suffrage in New- 
England which Southern Senators have used 
so many times. Hetook up the laws of each 
State, and paid considerable attention to the 


inequality of representation which is shown in 
the General Assembly of Connecticut. He as- 
serted that the North-eastern States had been 
forced to restrict suffrage, in order to concen- 
trate their governments in the hands of 
the intelligent and the tax-payers. Such 
being the case, he urged that Southern 
States be allowed to reach thesameend. The 
Massachusetts Senators showed that in the 
North-east those who were entitled by law to 
vote were not deprived of their rights, while 
many such persons in the South had been. 
Mr. Camden attempted to defend West Vir- 
inia Democrats against the charge of repu- 

iation, and after a little passage between Mr. 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania, and Mr. Beck in 
relation to the resolutions recently passed b 
the Pennsylvania Legislature, Mr. Vest too 
the floor, and delivered one of the most re- 
markable speeches of the session. 

The little Senator from Missouri is a foun- 
sain of bitterness, but his eloquence is undis- 
puted. He very seldom speaks, but while he 
holds the floor he is sure of an audience. In 
his hands all the resources of the English 
language are laid under contribution to 
round his periods of denunciation and em- 
phasize his hatred of the Republican 
Party. With this party he associates 
churches and their members, and includes 
orthodoxy among the objects of his condemna- 
tion. Mr. Vest again announced the deter- 
mination of his party to sit in the Senate un- 
til December to prevent the success of the Ma- 
hone movement in Virginia. Whilecriticising 
the attitude of Senator Sherman, he read a 
letter which was addressed, in accordance with 
the Senator’s instructions while he was Secre- 
sary of the Treasury, to a Tobacco Inspec- 
or in Virginia who had been accused 
of being a Readjuster. The Inspector was told 
n this tar that his resignation was desired 
£ the accusation was well founded, but he 
tablished his innocence of the charge and 
remained in office. Mr. Vest read an official 
»opy of the correspondence. He then pointed 
30 the Senator’s support of Riddleberger. Tak- 
ng up the question of repudiation, he declared 
that counties and cities in the North-west 
had repudiated $100,000,000 worth of their 
bonds, and then reviewed the history of the 
repudiated State bonds of Minnesota. Mr, 
McMillan explained the circumstances sur- 
rounding this transaction, and added the re- 
cent history of the bonds. Mr. Vest then 
poured out the vials of his wrath upon the Re- 
publicans of his own State, and exhausted his 
vocabulary in denunciation of carpet-bag Gov- 
ernments. Turning his attention to Mr. Ma- 
bone, he asserted that in voting for Hancock 
and taking his party with him he had shown 
that he was not in sympathy with Republi- 
cans, who believed that Hancock’s election 
would perpetuate a solid South and indorse 
frauds at the ballot-box. 

After the conclusion of a polished perora- 
tion, the debate of the day was closed by Mr. 
Allison, who spoke briefly in defense of the 
counties and cities of his State, showing that 
such organizations could be forced to pay their 
debts by the courts, while the same compul- 
sion could not be applied to States. Prepara- 
tions have been made for several speeches. 
Mr. Beck will hold the fioor to-morrow, and 
Mr. Brown, of Georgia, is ready again to enter- 
tain the Senate,

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
Wasuineton, April 11, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
jemption to-day amounted to $155,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $779,794 47, and from Customs $777,277 81. 

Chief-Justice Waite announced to the Bar of 
the Supreme Court to-day that the court will 
hear no arguments after Friday, April 22, and 
will adjourn for the term on Monday, May 2. 
‘Senator Edmunds reappeared in the Senate 
to-day, and received many congratulations 
from his associates on both sides of the cham- 
ber upon his return from Florida in restored 
pealth. 

The desk of Senator Johnston was covered 
with a floral shield to-day, bearing the foillow- 
ng inscription: ‘Virginians to Virginia’s 
srue son! May he continue to shield her honor 
ind traditions from all assaults of her ene- 
mies, foreign or domestic !” 

The President sent the following nomina- 
tions of Postmasters to the Senate to-day:

The following comparative exhibit of re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the Post Office De- 
partment for the quarter ended Dec. 31, 1880, 
and the corresponding quarter of 1879, is fur- 
nished by Third Assistant Postmaster- General 
Hazen: Receipts for quarter ended Dec. 31, 
1880, $9,170,774 85; receipts for quarter ended 
Pec. 31, 1879, $8,361,606 57 ; increase, $809,168 28. 
Expenditures for quarter ended Dec. 31, 1880, 
$9,828,789 89: expenditures for quarter ended 
Dec. 31, 1879, $9,047,683 74 ; increase, $781,096 75. 
This exhibit shows an increase of 9 6-10 per 
rent. in receipts and 8 6-10 in expenditures in 
1880, as compared with the corresponding quar- 
ter of 1879. 

The Treasury Department has increased the 
bullion fund at the New-York Assay Office by 
3 transfer of $15,000,000 in gold coin, to ena- 
ple the Superintendent to pay for foreign 
gold bullion and coin arriving at that 
port. The Treasurer now holds at 
the New-York Assay Office and the Phila- 
delphia Mint nearly $90,000,000 of gold 
bullion. This amount is sufficient to keep the 
Philadelphia mint constantly employed for the 
pext 15 months.

CONNECTICUT LEGISLATION. 


PNAS PRR Tit 
THE SENATORIAL DISTRICT BILL—THE BOARD 
OF PARDONS BILL DEFEATED. 

HartTrForD, April 11.—The session of the 
General Assembly, which will probable end 
this week, is one of the longest on record and 
has considered a larger amount of business 
than any of its predecessors. The number of 
bills printed for calendar is about 350, and 
this makes no account of the large number of 
adverse reports, which, while not printed, have 
occupied the time of committees and have re- 
quired action by both houses. It waszhoped 
that the calendar would be cleared last week 
and nothing left for this week ex- 
cept the settlement of matters upon which 
the two houses disagreed. But several quite 
important matters remain for discussion and 
action. The most important, perhaps, is the 
bill changing the Senatorial districts, which 
has passed the House and will come up in the 
Senate to-morrow. Much opposition has been 
developed to it, and if it passes the Senate it 


will be by aclose vote. Those who oppose it 
say that, while it does something in the way of 
equalizing districts within county lines, it 
fails entirely to remedy the gross inequality of 
districts throughout the State, and still 
leaves it in the power of one-fifth 
of the population of the State to elect a 
majority of the Senate. Another objection is 
that the report of the committee was not made 
until the closing days of the session, when the 
pressure of other business makes it impossible 
for the subject to receive the intelligent con- 
sideration which it should have. Very few 
members have been able, by a study of census 
returns and election returns, to decide for 
themselves as to the wisdom of the proposed 
changes. The whole scheme must be taken 
on trust, and there is a decided disposition 
to distrust the politicians most active in advo- 
cating the scheme, and who are suspected of 
being chiefly animated by a desire to take care 
of the districts which they themselves expect 
to control.. Moreover, it does not help the bill 
to find that the Democrats, after denouncing it 
asa villainous piece of gerrymandering, are 
almost unanimously favoring the bill. It is 
quite probable that the measure may pass, but 
the benefits to be derived from it are small and 
of doubtful value. 

The bill to establish a Board of Pardons, 
which passed the Senate without opposition, 
was defeated in the House through the efforts 
of Speaker Case, who left his chair for the pur- 
pose. The change proposed is one which is 
greatly needed, and the wisdom of it may be 
inferred from the fact that the only other 
measure which the Speaker has considered of 
sufficient importance to advocate personally 
on the floor was the pardon of a murderer, 
whose application for release was the least 
meritorious of all upon which favorable action 
has been taken. It is probable that a Board 
of Pardons would be less susceptible to elo- 
quent appeals to sympathy than the majority 
of the members of the General Assembly. 

Of the remaining business, the most impor- 
tant is the proposed new charter for the city of 
New-Haven, which will doubtless be passed in 
spite of Democratic opposition. It provides 
substantially for non-partisan commissions to 
conduct the various branches of the city Gov- 
ernment. The application of Fair Haven 
East to be annexed to the city of New-Haven 
will probably receive favorable action, subject 
to the decision of the voters of the two towns. 
A final adjournment is possible on Wednes- 
day, but not probable before Thursday or 
Friday.

PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 


THE RESOLUTION APPROVING THE ADMIN- 
ISTRATION KILLED. 

HarrissurG, April 11.—Representative 
Morrison’s resolution, approving President 
Garfield’s Administration and requesting Penn- 
sylvania’s Senators to use their influence to 
have all ‘honorable appointments confirmed 
without unnecessary delay, was offered in the 
House to-night, and was the cause of a spirited 
squabble on the question of the second reading 
of the resolution. After the roll had been called 
several times, a number of members had been 
declared in contempt for refusiug to vote, for 
which they were afterward excused, and sev- 
eral members lost their tempers, a vote was 
had on the question of reading the resolution a 
second time, which resulted in the negative. 
So it fell, and the hubbub ceased. 

Tie House to-night gave an exhibition of the 
feeling it entertains for the officers of the State 
Government by adopting several resolutions 
calculated to cause the Attorney-General and 
State Treasurer to go into the business of mak- 
ing special reports for the edification ot the 
Legislature and the people of the State. Mr. 
Fenton offered two resolutions, the first of 
which requires the State Treasurer to give de- 
tailed statements of pasa received by him 
from the Attorney-General in 1879 and 1880, 
with the date and amount of each deposit, and 
on what account or claim received. The second 
resolution requires the Auditor-General to re- 
port all claims due the commonwealth, on 
appeals from settlements or otherwise, given 
the Attorney-General for collection, from 
whom due, and the amount of each, and on 
what account, and allaccounts and settlements 
made by the Attorney-General in pursuance 
of the act of April 21, 1857. r. Wolfe 
also introduced a_ resolution, which was 
adopted, requiring the State Treasurer to in- 
form the House whether he has published 
monthly statements, as required by law, in 
two daily papers in Harrisburg, giving the 
amount in reserve for current expenses when 
it is deposited, and the security held for its safe 
keeping, and whether he has filed the same in 
the Auditor-General’s office, 
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GEN. DEVENS’S NEW POSITION. 


NOMINATED TO THE MASSACHUSETTS 8vU- 
PREME COURT. 

Boston, April 11.—The resignation of 
Justice Soule, of the Supreme Court, was to- 
day received, and ex-Attorney-General Devens 
was nominated tothe vacancy. The nomina- 
tion lies over, according to custom, for one 
week, when it will be formally approved by 
the Executive Council, and the appointment 
made. Judge Soule was appointed to the Su- 
preme Bench to succeed Judge Devens when 
the latter retired therefrom to accept a posi- 
tion in President Hayes’s Cabinet. His return 
to the Bench is received with approval by the 


leading members of the Bar, and the 
appointment is regarded as eminently fit- 
ting. Judge Soule retires to nerers 
the position of attorney for the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, with a large 
salary and not especially exacting duties. 
Judge Devens wul no doubt accept the ap- 
pointment, having informally signified his 
readiness to doso. This is the second appoint- 
ment to the Supreme Bench made by Gov. 
Long. If Chief-Justice Gray should be ap- 

inted to succeed Judge Clifford on the 

nited State Supreme Bench, as is expected, 
should the latter be able to resign before long, 
thereby making another and most important 
vacancy on the Bench here to fill, Gov. Long 
will have gga 4 rearranged it during his Ad- 
ministration. is two appointments thus far, 
that of ex-Congressman Walbridge A. Field 
tosucceed Judge Ames, and that of Gen. Dev- 
ens to succeed Judge Soule, have been cordially 
approved. It is thought by some that in the 
event of Chief-Justice Gray’s promotion to the 
United’ States Supreme Bench, Gen. Devens 
will be honored with the Chief-Justicesbip and 
a promotion be made from the Superior Bench 
to his position of Associate, though others are 
of opinion that a successor for Justice Gray 
will not be taken from the Associate Justis 
on the bench. ;

NEW-YORK’S DIRTY STREETS 


eae Sees 
ASSEMBLYMEN TRYING TO CLEAR 
THEIR SKIRTS. 

DR. HAYES’S ANGRY ANSWER TO CRITICISMS 
ON HIS COURSE—MR. CRAPSER’S RE- 
SPONSE—BRANCHING OFF IN ANOTHER 
DIRECTION—A NEW PLAN OF REPUBLI- 
CAN MEMBERS. 

Aupany, April 11.—The returning As- 
semblymen have talked this afternoon of noth- 
ing but the Street-cleaning bill, and the pros- 
pects of affording relief to theexcited citizens 
of New-York. A large number of the coun- 


‘try members went to New-York on Friday, 


and are to-night full of stories of their 
own experience in searching for evidences 
of the truth of the statements made 
in the newspapers. To the members of the 
Committee of Twenty-one, who yet hope to 
see the Senate bill adopted, it will not be en- 
couraging to learn that most of the country 
members return to the capital with heardened 
hearts. Itisevident from their talk that they 
not only saw the streets, but met some Repub- 
lican politicians, for they are all possessed 
with a new idea. 

It is remarkable to find to-night that the City 
and country Republicans are almost unani- 
mous in holding the opinion that it will be ad- 
visable to hold one person responsible for 
street-cleaning, and not attempt to divide the 
responsibility among several persons. But 
they do not propose that the Mayor shall as- 
sume the responsibility or exercise the power. 
The latest suggestion, and one that meets 
with favor among the opponents of 
the Mayor’s bill, is that a substitute shall be 
submitted, providing that there shall hereafter 
be in the City of New-York a Department of 
Street-cleaning separate and independent from 
all other departments; that the head of this 
department shall be nominated by the Gov- 
ernor and hold his office for a term of four 
years or five years, and that his successor 
shall be named by the Mayor or some other 


officer as may be decided upon as best. The 
proposition is to be in all other respects about 
the same as that of the Committee of Twenty- 
one, including the conferring of all the powers 
asked for tor the Mayor. The Republicans 
who voted against the Mavor’s bill say they 
do not see why, if the only objects 
are to have the streets cleaned and 
to place the responsibility upon one man, a 
Republican head shou!d not be as acceptable as 
a feasnoratee. It is said that’ this proposition 
would be approved by the Republicans who 
voted for Mr. Carpenter’s substitute, and it is 
also asserted that Mr. William Dowd, if called 
upon to assume the duties and responsibilities 
of the place, would undertake to discharge 
them. 

The time of the Assembly was to-night taken 
up by Dr. Hayes and Mr, Crapser, who rose 
to questions ot daira, in reply to. remarks 
made about them in New-York papers. Dr. 
Hayes took up THE Times of Saturday, and, 
alluding to an interview with Mr. D. Willis 
James, persisted in making a long speech, 
which was frequently interrupted by Mr. 
Alvord, who rose to points of or- 
der on the ground that Dr. ‘Hayes 
was not confining himself to the charges made 
against him. The statements to which Dr. 
Hayes objected were these: That Mr. James 
said Dr. Hayes had pledged himself to vote 
for the bill, and had voted against 
it, and that he had suppressed a 
petition sent here by about 250 physi- 
cians who were in favor of the 
bill as it passed the Senate. He also 
objected to the statement of Mr. James that 
he had voted as he did because he had received 
orders from his ‘‘boss.”? ‘‘Ifthere was ever so 
much misrepresentation, not to call it by a 
clearer and shorter anglo-saxon name, con- 
tained in so brief a space, I have never 
seen it,’ said he. He did not mean 
to defend himself, as he thought he 
needed no defense. He had told Mr. W. A. 
Cole, his personal friend, when asked to sup- 
port the Mayor’s bill, and while he was in the 
Speaker’s room, that he would agree to vote 
for the bill if it should pass the Senate and the 
Speaker and Chairman of the Cities’ 
Committee should agree that it should 
be immediately put upon its passage. 
He had given the gentlemen of the 
Committee of Twenty-one the same assurance 
in the Senate Chamber, although he was 
against the proposition by conviction, and be- 
lieved the street-cleaning should be done by a 
separate non-partisan department. The bill 
had been held by the committee, and in the 
meantime the cry was heard that there were 
no politics in the bill. 

Alluding to what he regarded as the absurd- 
ity of this claim, he went on to say that Mr. 
Van Cott, President of his district, to whom 
he had applied for advice and to obtain the 
sentiment of the district, had told him to vote 
on his own judgment. “He haa found out 
by inquiry what was going on, and 
that was that this bill, in which there 
were no politics, had been drawn in 
the Mayor’s office by Corporation ’Counsel 
Whitney, with Judge Donohue at one side, 
Commissioner Thompson at the other, and 
Samuel J. Tilden behind, pulling the strings. 
Gne of the Republicans on the Committee of 
Twenty-one, on learning of the true purpose 
and character of the bill, had taken the first 
train for home. In a paper well known 
to so correct as THE Times, he 
did not believe any reporter would 
be allowed to insertany statement not made to 
him, and he believed the statements attributed 
to Mr. James had been made. He denounced 
them as untounded in truth, and as properly 
described in one word of three letters, which 
he would not offend the Assembly by uttering. 
The Cooper Union meeting, he declared, was 
called by a gang of conspirators who know no 
more about politics than the Choctaw knows 
about Greek. Mr. James and _ his gang 
were drawn into ascheme to make William R. 
Grace Governor of the State of New-York, 
and to make Republicans help him to get the 
place. This statement created a sensation and 
a laugh in the Assembly. Then Mr. Hayes al- 
luded to some recent transactions at Staten 
Island, where lands were to be built up by 
street ro and suggested cag what 
has been talked about here to-day. r. Al- 
vord attempted to have Mr. Hayes stopped by 
raising the point of order that he was not con- 
fining himself to the charges made against him. 

The Speaker called Dr. Hayes to order, but 
he went on to assert that the Mayor’s scheme 
had been four months in its concocting, and 
that the abundance of snow and ice had af- 
forded demagogues a fine opportunity to raise 
ahue and cry. Mr. Niles and Mr. Alvord 
again raised points of order, and they were 
sustained. Continuing, Mr. Hayes specifi- 
cally denied that he had _ suppressed 
or withheld the petition signed by 
physicians, and said that he had approved 
it and given itto Mr. Duguid to introduce in 
his absence, and thatit was introduced and 
was now in possession of the Clerk. He then 
branched off again upon a broad discussion of 
the subject of street-cleaning, and was again 
brought to the question of privilege by Mr. 
Alvord and Speaker Sharpe. He did not stop, 
however, until he had denounced the Mayor's 
bill as ‘‘ascheme born and nurtured in deceit.” 

As soon as Dr. Hayes had finished, Mr Crap- 
ser was on his feet to complain of assertions 
madein the Herald’. It was charged that he 
had joined the opponents of the Mayor’s bill in 
order to gain assistance to kill the Oleomarga- 
rine and LardCheese bills. He submitted that the 
attack was unjust and unfair. He said he had 
been approached by and had approached no 
one, and had only done what he believed to be 
just and right. He defied any one on the floor 
to state that he had been influenced as the pa- 
pers had suggested. He said there was nota 
word of ath in the statement or in similar 
ones made on the floor by his fellow-members. 

Mr. Brooks also was piainly mortified by 
the allusions made to Staten Island, and by a 
suggestion thrown out by Mr. Hayes that the 
gentleman from Richmond couid explain a 
certain bill about the bulkhead line at Staten 
Island. He indignantly resented Mr. Hayes’s 
insinuation, and declared that the bill referred 
to was a perfectly honest and proper one. The 
bill referred to is Assembly bill No, 483. It was 
introduced on March 29 by Mr. Brooks, and is 
entitled ‘* an act to establish the exterior bulk- 
head and vier lines of the Kill van Kuli and 


Newark Bay, on the northern side of Staten 
Island, from the Harbor of New-York to the 
Arthur Kill.” It was reported by the Com- 
merce and Navigation Committee, reported 
favorably by the ‘‘ Grinding Committee,” 
and to-night Gen. Spinola objected to 
the report, and the House refused to order the 
bill to a third reading. Gen. Spinola’s reason 
for objecting to the bill is said to be this; That 
he has ascertained that Mayor Grace has re- 
cently purchased a great deal of property on 
the Staten Island water-front, and that, expect- 
ing to have the street-sweepings to dispose of, he 
had sent this bill up to have the bulkhead lines 
established as they were surveyed and .ap- 
proved in 1878 by Gen. Humphrey, C. P. Pat- 
terson, of the Coast Survey, and Gen. Newton. 
Mr. Spinola’s friends say he was rather jeal- 
ous of what appeared to be an attempt of the 
Mayor to build up his own private prop- 
erty at the expense of the City, and 
that he wanted to consider the bill in 
Committee of the Whole before passing it. 
With Mr. Brooks’s indignant protest, the 
talk on street-cleaning, of which there is likely 
to be enough this week, stopped for to-night. 

In the Assembly the Senate resolution drect- 
ing that the Clerk of the Senate remove the 
battle flags and souvenirs of the rebellion from 
the Bureau of Military Statistics to the New 
Capitol was amended, very properly, so as to 
request that the Adjutant-General remove 
these valuable articles, and deposit them in the 
temporary quarters selected by the committee 
and the Capitol Commissioners,

THE SENATE’S DELIBERATIONS. 
THE STATE CHARITJES AID ASSOCIATION 
BILL—THE COST OF THE CAPITOL. 

ABany, April 11.—There was a pretty 
full attendance of Senators this evening and a 
great deal of routine business was done. The 
bill authorizing the State Charities Aid Asso- 
ciation to visit State, town, and county 
charitable institutions came up for a 
third reading, when Mr. Mills moved 
to recommit, with instructions to 


strike out the enacting clause. He followed 


this motion with a speech against the bill, But’ 


finally withdrew the motion at the request of 
Mr. Fowler, until there was a full Senate. 
The Governor sent in two vetoes—one of a bill 
recommended by the Supervisors of Kings 
County, to reimburse John Cunningham for 
expenses in defending himself against what he 
claims to have been an unjust indictment for 


misfeasance as Charity Commissioner, and the 
other of a bill to return $1,000, forfeited to the 
State 10 years ago by a canal contractor 
named Smith for failure to perform his con- 
tracts.

Mr. Winslow called up his resolution requir- 
ing the Capitol Commissioners to report in 10 
days their estimate of the cost of completing 
the new Capitol according to the plans now 
being followed. In support of the resolution 
he sketched the history of the new Capitol, the 
manner in which the people had been hood- 
winked from time to time as to the cost 
of the structure, and said he thought it 
was about time the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth should be told. If the 
enterprise on which the people had entered 
was to be a blessing or a calamity they ought 
to know it. If they had known at its incep- 
tion what it was going to cost, it was not 
probable that the present structure would 
ever have gone beyond the air-castle 
that was the dream of the architect, 
but it had now gone too far to be 
abandoned, and the sooner the people knew 
the absolute truth about the cost of complet- 
ing it, and raised the money to do it speedily, 
the better it would be for all concerned. Mr. 
Halbert followed, criticising the wasteful ex- 
penditure on the new Capitol, and pronounced 
it a fraud and a failure. Considering the 
purposes for which the Capitol was or 
ought to have been designed, it might 
be truthfully described as the monumental 
folly of the age. Mr. Madden agreed with 
Mr. Halbert that the Capitol was a monument 
of wastefulness and folly, and he predicted 
that it would cost $25,000,000 before it was 
completed. If New-York City would give 
Reservoir-square to the State, he beheved that 
a Capitol, better in all respects than this would 
ever be, could be erected upon it for $3,000,000. 
Mr. Winslow’s resolution was adopted nem.

A BLOW AT POLITICAL ABUSES. 


A BOMB-SHELL THROWN BY GOV. HAMILTON 
AMONG THE MARYLAND ‘‘ BOSSES.”’ 

Bautmmore, April 11.—Gov. Hamilton 
fired off his bomb-shell in the ranks of the 
Democratic bosses to-day, and it has madea 
loud noise, though it is impossible yet to tell 
what its effect will be. It isin the shape of a 
letter in reply to inquiries of leading citizens, 
and is a review of the extravagances and 
waste practiced under the boss system in 
this State. Referring to the extravagances of 
the last Legislature, he says: ‘‘ There are 111 
members in both houses of the Legislature. At 
the last session there were 105 officers, em- 
ployes, and beneficiaries, exclusive of minis- 
ters of the Gospel. The stationery, mileage, 
and per diem of members for the session was 
$57,767. The stationery, mileage, and 
compensation of the officers; employes, 
and beneficiaries of the Senate and 
House, exclusive of the clergy, was 
$50,276. The details of this extraordinary ex- 
penditure for the officers, &c., is more aggra- 
vated than the naked fact itself, though that 
is certainly as bad as it can be. At the closing 
days of the session extra allowances and addi- 
tional compensation were made to a number of 
officers and employes; true, not by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, but by the more reprehensible 
and dangerous pe iam separate orders of 
each house—and they were all paid.’’ 

One of the leading bosses in Maryland is 
George Colton, State Printer and Police Com- 
missioner, and a piece of the bomb hits him 
where the Governor says the cost of printing 
for the last session and for indexing and bind- 
ing the laws and Journals of the Senate and 
House-and for the publication of these laws 
amounted to $75,000, the printing alone being 
$38,000 and for the publication of the laws 
$33,150. In this matter alone at least $40,- 
000 could be saved. For the last three sessions, 
now covering about five years, and for the 
departmental! printing, there has been spent the 
sum of $260,000. Under any well-devised sys- 
tem guarding the interests of the State, and 
still liberal and just to all, an immense saving 
could be made. An effective legistration 
law, the Governor says, is required to se- 
cure a fair vote, and a more thor- 
ough and efficient law against bribing 
and corrupt practices at elections to secure, as 
far as can be, a pure vote. ‘' And then, in ad- 
dition, primary meetings, which now have so 
prominent a relation to our elections, should 
be put under legal protection against fraud 
and violence.” Bills to these ends were sub- 
mitted during the last session, but failed to pass.

THE BEY OF TUNIS REFUSES TO 
ACT WITH FRANCE. 

HE ACCUSES THE FRENCH OF VIOLATING HIS 
RIGHTS AND SENDS A PROTEST TO THE 
POWERS—FRANCE DETERMINED TO PUN- 
ISH THE KROUMIS. 

Lonpon, April 11.—A dispatch from Paris 
to Reuter’s Telegram Company says: ‘ Intel- 
ligence frorn Tunis states that the Bey has de- 
cided to refuse to co-operate with the French 
troops, and is determined to act independently 
on his own side of the frontier. The Bey has 
sent a protest to the foreign Consuls at Tunis, 
accusing France of violating his rights, as well 
as those of the Porte and the friendly powers. 
The Italian Government has declined to accede 
to the request forwarded through its Consul 
at Tunis for the dispatch of a squadron to 
Tunisian waters. It is reported that the Turk- 
ish General, Hussein, who is residing in Italy, 
and who is the declared enemy of France, has 
been invited to goto Tunis. The strength of 


the-marauding tribes is estimated at from 15,- 
000 to 20,000, ”” . 


A Paris dispatch says: ‘‘Gen. Cialdini, the 
ltalian Ambassador, having asked in conver- 
sation whether France would send a fleet to 
Tunis, received a negative reply.” 

A Paris correspondent declares that Lord 
Salisbury sent to Lord Lyons, British Ambas- 
sador to France, a confidential dispatch dated 
Aug. 7, 1878, summarizing conversations: re- 
garding Tunis at Berlin. As understood by 
Lord Salisbury, the effect of these conversa- 
tions is to disclaim any special British interests 
in Tunis antagonistic to those of France. 
Even the overthrow of the regency, were it to 
come about, would in nowise change England’s 
attitude or disturb the harmony existing be- 
tween England and France. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 11.—The Russian 
Consul at Tunis has informed M. de Novikoff, 
the Russian Ambassador here, that the Bey 
of Tunis has requested him to communicate a 
protest against the French violation of Tunis- 
jan territory and ask the co-operation of Rus- 
sia in protecting the rights of the Bey and the 
Sublime Porte. 

Paris, April 11.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day Premier Ferry, replying to an in- 
terpellation, said the state of affairs on the 
Tunisian frontier was intolerable. The Gov- 
ernment, he declared, intended to chastise the 
marauders, and take steps to prevent a recur- 
rence of their aggressions. Continuing, he 
said: ‘‘ France does not desire conquests, but 
intends to save the future of Algeria. We 
shall go as far as necessary to secure that 
future, and when the Chamber reassembles we 
will render an account of our conduct.”” An 
order of the day, expressing confidence in the 
Government, was then adopted by a vote of 
339 to 1381. The Senate has adjourned until 
May 12. 

A dispatch from Tunis reports that 5,000 
Tunisian troops will start for the frontier soon. 

Lonpon, April 12.—A Rome correspondent 
says: ‘‘Signor Depretis is negotiating for 
the formation of a Cabinet, but the King 
refrains from: entrusting the task for- 
mally to anybody until he can receive 
reasonable assurances that a Ministry able to 
command a majority can be obtained. The 
report that the Count de Robilant has arrived 
here is untrue.”

Sophie Pieoffsky asked that she be cealt with 
regardless of her sex. The prisoners received 
their sentence with perfect calmness and in- 
difference. The sentence of death was finally 
read to-day in the presence of the prisoners. 
They were allowed 24 hours to appeal. This 
period will expire at 5 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon, All the prisoners except Jeliaboff 
have asked for copies of the judgment, with a 
view to appeal for mitigation of sentence.

GREECH’S REPLY TO THE POWERS. 
MORAL ASPECTS TO BE POINTED OUT AND 
CESSION OF PREVESA ASKED. 

Lonpon, April 11.—An Athens corre- 
spondent says it is believed that the Greek re- 
ply to the powers, instead of accepting or re- 
jecting the Turkish proposal, will point out the 
moral aspects of the question involved. The 
correspondent says the Greeks lay stress not 
on the mere acquisition of more or less terri- 
tory, but on the emancipation of their kindred 
from Turkish domination where they form an 
overwhelming majority of the population. 
They therefore ask the cession of Prevesa and 
the district of. Ellasona, in Thessaly, and the 
erection intoan autonomous Province of the 
unceded portions of Thessaly and Epirus in- 
cluded in the line marked by the Berlin con- 
ference. 

A dispatch from Constantinople says: ‘*The 
whole staff of Turkish officers of all grades in 
the vilayet of Kossovo have telegraphed their 
resignations to the Porte, because of the men- 
aces of the Albanian League, which has sub- 
stituted men of its own choice for the said offi- 
cers. It is believed here that secret agents of 
the Porte are fomenting these troubles with 
the view of helping resistance to any cession 
of territory in Epirus.”’ 

Lonpon, April 12.—A correspondent at 
Athens telegraphs: *‘The :reply of Greece to 
the note of the powers will be handed in on 
Tuesday. I believe it will demand further ter- 
ritory and autonomy for Epirus.”

THE EVACUATION OF KANDAHAR. 
A FIERCE STRUGGLE POSSIBLE AFTER THE 
DEPARTURE OF THE BRITISH. 

Lonpon, April 11.—A dispatch from Kan- 
dahar says: ‘“‘Gen. Hume has published an 
order for the evacuation of Kandahar, which, 
subject to the approval of the Commander-in- 
Chief, will begin on the 13th inst., the final 
evacuation taking place on the 22d inst. 
Shamsuddin Khan, the deputy of the Govern- 
ment, who has been here during the past few 


days, is arranging for taking over the 
civil administration. The rumor of Ayoob 
Khan’s desperate position at Herat is not con- 
firmed. It is now reported that the rumor 
was mvented by Ayoob Khan himself as a 
ruse to hasten our departure, and that he has 
ordered the Governor of Farah to advance on 
Kandahar as soon as the British evacuate, 
and he will himself follow with a large force. 
It is therefore possible that the neighborhood 


_of Kandahar may, within the next few weeks, 


be the scene of a fierce struggle between the 
Ameer, Abdurrahman Khan, and Ayoob 
Khan, but these reports must be taken with

A NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH.

Wasuineton, April 11.—Secretary Win-

AN ILLEGAL RAILROAD CONTRACT. 
THE SUPREME COURT DECIDES THAT DIREC- 
TORS CANNOT MAKE CONTRACTS WITH 


THEMSELVES. 
Wasnineton, April 11.—Tho United States 


kupreme Court rendered a decision to-day in the 
case of Thomas Wardell, appellant, against the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company and others on 
appeal from the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the District of Nebraska. On the 16th of July, 
1868, Oliver Ames, President of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company, acting by direction of the 


Executive Committee of the Board of Directors, 


entered into a contract with Wardell and others 


by which the latter were empowered to occupy 
and work upon extremely favorable terms the coal 
lands belonging to the company along the whole 
line of the latter’s road. Soon thereafter a stock 
company under the name of the Wyoming Coal 


and Mining Company was organized, with Wardell 


and a number of the Directors of the Union 


Pacific Company as its leading stockholders, anda 
to this corporation Wardell transferred his 
contract without consideration. On the 13th of 
March, 1874, the officers and agents of the railroad 


company, by order of its Directors, seized the 


mines, books, papers, and'personal property of the 
mining company. and have held and used them 


eversince. Wardell sues under the contract for 


Gamages resulting from such seizure, and from the 
attempted abrogation of the contract. The rail- 
road company sets up as its main defense that the 
contract Was void on aecount of fraud; that it was 


executed forthe company by the Executive Com- 
mittee of its Board of Directors, a majority of 
whom, by previous agreement, were to be 
equally interested in it; that, for that reason, 
its terms were made s0 favorable to 
the contractors and so unfavorable to the railroad 
company as to enable the contractors to make 


large gains at the railroad company’s expense, and 
that the organization ot the Wyoming Coal and 


Mining Company was a mere device to enable 
those Directors to participatelin the profits of the 
contract, which, as agents of the railroad com- 
pany, they had executed, and which, as con- 
tractors, they proposed to make money out of. 
This court holds that argument is hardly necessary 
to show the utterly illegal and indefensible 
character of this contract. It was a scheme 


to enable the Directors who authorized it to 
divide among themselves and the _ contrac- 


tors large sums of money which should 
have Leen saved to the railroad company, 


All arrangements by Directors of railroad compa- 
nies, by which a new company is formed as auxili- 
ary to the original one, with the understanding 
that the Directora of the original company, or 
some of them, shal! take stock in it, and then that 
valuable contracts shaii be giyen to it, in the profits 
of which the Directors, as stockholders of the new 
company, shall share, are so many unlawful 
schemes to enrich their promoters at the expense 


of the stockholders and creditors of the original 


company, and they will be condemned whenever 
they are brought before the courts for considera- 
ion. The complainant, Wardell, can derive no 
oenefit from a contract tainted as this is with fraud, 
or sustain any claim against the railroad company 
for its repudiation. The decree of the court be- 
ow is affirmed,with costs. Opinion by Justice Field.

The attorney representing the Bond board made 
an application to Judge Hare, in the Common 
Pleas Court, for a decree to give the opinion of 
Saturday (that Mr. Bond and his associates were 
jJegally elected the managers of the company) legal 
force, but, by general consent, action was delayed 
until to-morrow. Inthe meantime, the Receivers 
of the Reading Company met and decided not to 
ellow the new officers to assemble inthe offices of 
the company until the matter had been iaid before

unction road; but its use must not be obstructed.

DISREGARD OF PARTY LINES IN JERSEY CITY 
AND HOBOKEN. 


Charter elections take place to-day in Jersey 


City, Hoboken, Elizabeth, New-Brunswick, Pater- 
son, and Trenton. In Jersey ,City politics are in a 
queer muddle. Neither of the party papers sup- 
ports the ticket put forward by its party in its en- 
tirety. The Republican Journal indorses some of 
the Democratic nominees, The Democratic Argus 


indorses some of the Republican nominees. To 


add to the uncertalnty which puts all speculation 


as to resu'ts to flight, the Anti-Monopoly Union 
have injected a new issue into the canvass, and in 
Jersey City, where, out of a total valuation of $85,- 
000,000, the sum of $30,000,000 or “more is owned by 
various railroad corporations, the movement has 
become a wonderfully popular one. The anti-mo- 


nopolists have put a ticket of their own in the field 


in the First and Third Aldermanic Districts, and in 
the Fifth District, which is strongly Republican, 
they have fused with the Democrats and made an 
unusually strong and respectable ticket of Demo- 
erats and Republicans. They nominated, among 
others, the Rey. Cornelius Brett, the Pastor of the 


oldest and wealthiest Reformed church in Hudson 
County, for Board of Eduvation, but Mr. Brett, 


who isa Republican, learned yesterday that his 
“pastoral engagements would not leave him time 
to serve,” and so declined. 

In the Fourth District the Republicans made up 
a German ticket, the Democrats made up an Irish 
ticket, and then a party of Germans organized 
themselves into an Independent German associa- 
tion, and indorsed the Irish ticket. It is} likely, 
however, that the Germans of the district will cast 


their vote for the German ticket. Among the 


Democratic nominees is Harry Powell, formerly an 
Alderman. Heisin the race for Police Commis- 
sioner. He has been once defeated for the place 
by Otto W. Meyer, who is running against him 
again. Besides the Fourth District, the First and 
Third elect new Police Commissioners. John 8. 
Smith. the present Commissioner, is the Democra- 
tic nominee 1n the first. His Republican competi- 
tor is William Vermilyea, a tea merchant of New- 
York. In the Third District ex-Police Captain Van 
Riper has secured the Republican nomination. 
Justice James N. Davis, who is opposed to him, on 
the Democratic side, isa pillar of the Methodist 
Church in Jersey City, and a very popular man. 
The Third District is Republican, but Davis will, in 
this nan-partisan local contest, give him a close 
run if he does not defeat him. 

There are to be chosen six members of the Board 
of Aldermen, Freeholders, three members each of 
the Police and Fire Boards and Board of Works. 
The main interest is in the result of the Po- 


lice and Fire Boards elections. Two Republicans 
and one Democrat of the six Police Commissioners 
hold over. The general view seems to be that 
the board will beatie politically. Three of the 
six members of the Fire Board also go out. Bren- 
nan and Speck, Republicans, and Kuntz, Demo- 


crat, hold over, Fire Commissioner McCarthy, John 


Egan, and Peter Scanlan are running in the Second 


District. The District is overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic, and all three are Democrats. Fire Commis- 
sioner Leather has been renominated dy the Re- 
publicans and indorsed by the anti-monopoly 
party. His election is assured. The political com- 
plexion of the board depends upon the result of 
the election in the Fifth District. The nominees 
there are on the Republican side, Thomas O. Mills, 


and ex-Fire Commissioner Henry Windecker, on the 
Democratic side, The nominees for the Board of 


Works in the Fourth District are Christopher 
Helmes, Republican, and Stephen P. Yoe, Demo- 
cratic; in the Fifth District, Benjamin Van Kuren 
on both sides, and inthe Sixth District Henry R. 
Vreeland, Republican, and David W. Williams, 
Democrat. The Fire and Police Boards are now 
Republican. The Board of Works is Democratic. 
The Board of Aldermen and the Board of Freehold- 


ers are ties, 


In Hoboken the same disregard of party lines has 


marked the nominations, and will mark the elec- 
tion. John A. O'Neill, the Democratic candidate 
for Mayor, is warmly championed by a large body 
of Republicans, and E. V. S. Besson, the Repub- 
lican nominee, has hosts of friends among the 
Democrats. In making their nominations, the 
Democratic City Convention was asked to accord a 
lace on their ticket to a man fromthe Fourth 


Yard, where almost all the Democratic strength of 


the city lies, but they refused. The Republican 
Convention was then applied to for a Fourth Ward 
candidate, but they, too, refused, and the ward 
which has in times past monopolized most of the 
city ——— has been entirely ignored.

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THE PROTECTION OF GAME. 

The New-York Association for the Protec- 
tion of Game held a meeting last evening at 
the residence of Mr. Benjamin L. Ludington, 
in East Sixty-ninth-street. Mr. Roosevelt oc- 
cupied the chair, and a large number of 
well-known sportsmen were present. A _ let- 
ter was read from Mr. John H. Jessup, State 
Game Constable for New-York and Long Island, 
complaining of difficulties he has had in the discharge 
of his duties owing to a want of concert of action 
among his associates, and the unequal distribution 
of their appointments as regards location, as well 
as the fact that no special district has been 
assigned each protector. “I am decidedly in 
favor,” he said, ‘of the law being so amended as 
to provide for the appointment of an additional 
protector for New-York City and Long Island, and 
think the salary of such officer might be paid with- 
out a new appropriation, by reducing the 
salaries of the eight now in office, say 
$100 each, which would still leave them a reason 
able compensation for the services they render.” 
The communication was referred to the Committee 
on Game Laws, and its receipt acknowledged with 
thanks. An interesting discussion took place in 
relation to the illegal destruction of deer in the 
Adirondacks, from which it appeared that not- 
withstanding the wholesale slaughter of deer, the 
animals are more numerous now than they were 
10 years ago, owing to the stringent enforcement 
of the game laws.

THE CASE OF JUDGE SANFORD. 

Mr. Luther R. Marsh, & prominent lawyer 
of this City, has written a letter in reply to the 
communication sent by Mr. Nash and other law- 
yers recently to the Chairman of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, and in which the writers sug- 
gest certain difficulties in the way of the removal 
and supersedure of Judge Sanford, of the Superior 
Court. Mr. Marsh contends that there are neither 
legal nor constitutional obstacles in the matter, 
but that the power of removal under the existing 
conditions is expressly conferred by section 11 
Article VI. of the State Constitution. No cause 
is required to be shown. If the Governor 
recommends the removal, and two-thirds of 
the Senate vote for it, and a copy of the charges is 
served, and an upmorcent to be heard given, all 
the constitutional conditions are complied with. 
Section 1 of the same article referred to by the pre- 
vious writers covers cases for impeachment; this 
is merely a removal from office. If Judge San- 
ford’s mental condition is such that he cannot per- 
sonally respond, he may appear by proxy, just as he 
is able to receive his salary and give a voucher 
therefor by proxy. No legal complications to liti- 
gants could arise from his supersedure because the 
acts of a de facto Judge would be perfectly valid.

BROTHER HOWLAND’S OASE DE- 
CIDED AFTER WARM DEBATE. 


REQUESTED TO LOCATE BY A LARGE MAJOR- 
ITY VOTE—HIS OWN STATEMENT OF 


HIS CASE—FOINTED WORDS FROM OTHER 


SPEAKERS. 
The Rev. Seneca Howland’s alleged “‘ consti- 


tutional proclivity to petty meannesses’’ was again 
discussed by the New-York East Conferenceof the 
Methodist Episcopal Church yesterday, in St. John’s 
Church, Brooklyn, and the case was finally disposed 


of in a way decidedly unsatisfactory to the acoused 


preacher. The Rey. Dr. Moses L, Scudder, of 


Mount Vernon, expressed himself in favor of 


adopting a rigorous and extreme course of pro- 
cedure with respect to Brother Howland. “A 
motion has been made to locate him,’ the Doctor 
said. ** Now, I desire to propose another disposi- 
tion of the matter. A Quaker woman once found 


a frog in her kettle. ‘ She disliked to draw it forth 


with her hands, and her religion forbade her 


to strike it. So she decided to put the kettle on 
the fire, believing that the frog wouldin a little 
while find its way out.” Dr. Scudder would adopt 
a somewhat similar course in dealing with Brother 
Howland. He would make it warm for him in the 
Church by requesting him to withdraw, and if he 


did not then leave he Would have the hide of a 


rhinoceros and the heart of an alligator. Dr. 


Curry said he was glad Dr. Scudder had made 
this speech, as it indicated the spirit of 
persecution which animated those op- 
posed to Mr. Howland. Despite the fact that 
they could find nothing against him, they were 
still determined to make itso hot for him in the 


Church as to force him to withdraw. Before re- 


suming his seat Dr. Curry read’a letter from former 


parishioners of Mr. Howland setting forth that 


his ministrations were entirely acceptable to them. 
Dr. Buckley, who is the most outspoken opponent 
of the Baptist preacher, expressed his disapproval 
of Dr. Scudder’s motion to request Brother How- 
land to withdraw. He feared that the passage of 
such a motion would establish a precedent by which 
any unpopular minister could be made to leave the 


Conference, He would, however, request him to 


locate, and afterward try him on any charges 
that might be brought forward against him. 
Brother Howland was accorded the privi- 
lege of the floor. As he went forward 
from his seat, near the venerable Dr. Roche, one of 
his most eloquent defenders, his lips were firm] 
set. On facing the vast assemblage he cast aloo 
of defiance at Dr. Buckley, Dr. Scudder, and the 
little group of Presiding Elders seated near by. A 
feeble attempt at applause was made by some of 
his friends in the lower part of the gallery. “TI 

resume,” he began, “that Iam as sick of this 
ee se as any member of the Conference. It was 
not of my bringing here, and I amat aloss to know 
why my character and reputation should be torn 
to tatters before a crowd like this. Now I will ask 
Dr. Kettell, who has visited my house, if he knows 
of anything against me.” 

Dr. Kettell (ooking somewhat confused)—Why, 
no; Brother Howland never cheated me, he never 
lied to me. . : 

Mr. Howland—I will ask the same question of 
Dr. Merwin, who has also been at my house. 

Dr. Merwin—I will say that while at Brother 
Howland’s house I enjoyed the highest kind of hos- 
pitality. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Howland—Dr. Kettell has referred to reflec- 
tions on my character at Round Hill, Iwas informed 


that several of the brethren would have been indig- 


nant if I had been invited to the pulptt there. 

Dr. Kettell—Several brethren sald it was most 
unfortunate that Brother Howland had been in- 
vited there, and they said: ‘‘ Don’t you invite him 
into the pulpit: if you do, the people will get up 
and go out.

Howland, insinuated that it was rather unchari- 
table of Dr. Kettell to inform the Conference that 
such remarks as ‘‘ Look out for your chickens” 
were made by persons when the name of Brother 
Howland was mentioned. Mr. Pease was counsel 
for Brether Howland 27 years ago, when his first 
trialfor unministerial conduct was held. He re- 
garded the charges as frivolous. The case was one 
of the most singular he ever knew, and Brother 
Howland had proved himself a most difficult man 
to kill. After a speech by the Rev. George P. 
Mains, of Grace Church, Brooklyn, the question 
whether Mr. Howland should be requested to lo- 
cate was put, and 124 members voted inthe aftirma- 
tive, against 24in the negative. Under this deci- 
sion, if he does not voluntarily locate within a 
year, the Conference will at its next session com- 
pel him todoso. As local preachers are not mem- 
bers of the Conference, his connection with the 
body wiil then cease.

POLYGAMY AND DIVORCE. 
RESOLUTIONS AGAINST THEM*AT YONKERS— 
SING SING FOR THE NEXT CONFERENCE, 

The first business transacted in the New- 
York Conference at Yonkers yesterday was a fur- 
ther consideration of the question of entertain- 
ment. Dr. Terry, as Presiding Elder of New-York 
district, extended an invitation from Asbury 
Church, New-York, to hold in that church the next 
annual session of the Conference. In heartily sup- 
porting the invitation, he proposed that any extra 
funds which might be necessary to meet the ex- 
penses of the entertainment should be raised by a 
voluntary subscription among the preachers, hold- 
ing that a contribution of $5 from each minister 


would quite cancel any deficit likely to arise. Dr. 
Crawford indorsed the invitation, but dissented 
from the proposition as to the five-dollar collection. 
He claimed that the people of New-York were 
abundantly able to bear the expense of entertain- 
ment, and as ready as they were able. [Applause.] 
If they did it at all they would insist on doing it 
wholly. Other churches would contribute as gen- 
erously if the Conference met in Asbury as though 
it met elsewhere. [{Applause.] The Rev. Dr. Hare 
called attention to the fact that the invitation from 
Asbury Church was not the only one to be consid- 
ered. The people of Sing Sing have formally asked 
that the next session of the Conference be held 
with them. 

The Rev. J. Y. Bates, Pastor of the Church of 
Sing Sing, followed in a neat speech advocating the 
claims of his people and indulging in mild-mannered 
sarcasm at the expense of the Methodists of New- 
York. For one, he did not care to go where condi- 
tions were imposed. The Rev. D. Lull replied in an 
earnest advocacy of the claims of Asbury Church, 
whose invitation, he averred. was as hearty as 
could come from any church. amg se Elder King 
advocated the acceptance of the invitation from 
Sing Sing. The Rev. J. W. B. Wood said he thought 
injustice was being done to New-Yorkers 
when it was represented that the peo- 
ple of that City were not cordial entertainers. 
A vote was taken, and it was decided that the next 
annual session of the Conference should be held in 
Sing Sing, 68 votes being given for that place 
against for Asbury. At the time the vote was 
taken not half the members were present. After 
this vote, Dr. John W. Beach, President of the Wes- 
leyan University, at Middletown, Conn., spoke at 
length concerning the status and prospects of that 
institution, which he announced had an endow- 
ment fund of $570,000. “ 

The Special Committee on Polygamy and Divorce 
presented their report. Regarding polygamy, they 
averred that the pretended right of one man to 
more than one wife was an attempt to rob 
some Other man, and involved an equal right 
ef the woman to more than one husband. 
The t of one wife to the supreme and lifelon 
affection of her husband was established by Go 
pe qo in Eden hoy he declared “they twain’— 
not they 25—‘‘ shal one flesh.”” E 
Christian nations polygamy is ‘hel 


j andlove for the people of Yonkers.

the first offense is punishable by imprisonment— 
the second by death. In Sweden it is a capital 
crime. The laws of our own country forbid it. In 
the State of New-York bigamy is punish- 
able; the guilty are behind prison bars— 
and deserve to be. Our. Goverument, bold 
and strong enough to put down a_ mighty 
rebellion, has cowered before this nested relic of 
barbarism. Under the flimsy pretext that polyga- 
my is anarticle of religious belief in the Mormoa 
Church, and that our Government throws the 


shield of its protection around all religious creeds 


and protects the sacred rights of conscience, they 
claim immunity and indulge their hellish lust. Re- 
hgious liberty is sacred, not religious license. This 
loathsome and disgusting ulcer must be cured—by 
legislation if possible, if not, then by sterner means.

Resolved, That all needed legislation and enforce- 
ment of law ought to be had, and that without delay, 
for the suppression of this reeking iniquity, and if 
these fail, then we commend the use of the sterner 
forces of the military arm. 


The question of divorce was handled likewise 
without gloves. The committee set forth that the 


evident tendency of legislation in this matter in the 
United States was toward an indefensible laxity, 


and the following resolutions were offered: 


Resolved, That while we admit the right of separa- 
tion for sufficient cause. we recognize no grounds of 
divorce except the violation of the seventh command- 
ment. ‘‘ Whom God bath joined together let not man 
put asunder.” 

Resolved, That we will refuse to marry or admit to 
membership in our churches any who are divorced on 
unscriptural grounds. 


The report was presented by the Rey. Dr. W. H. 


Ferris. having the indorsement of the Rev. Drs. J. 
M. King and J, P. Newman, the other members of 
the committee. Both resolutions were applauded 
and unanimously adopted. Upon motionof Dr. 
Newman it was ordered that a copy of the pream- 
ble and resolutions relative to polygamy be for- 
warded to President Garfield, and to the two 
United States Senators from New-York. It was 
also decided that a copy of the preamble and reso- 


Jutions upon divorce should be transmitted to Goy.

CARMELITE NUNS.

THE ORDER AT YONKERS ABOUT TO LEAVE 
FOR SPAIN. 


In the month of September, 1879, a company 
of 11 Carmelite nuns took possession of a handsome 


house on Riverdale-avenue, in the city of Yonkers, 
Westchester County, intending to make it a tem- 


porary convent until they should be able to erect a 


suitable building for their use. They came from 
Guatemala, Central America, where they, with 23 
others, had endowed a convent in which 
they were domiciled. In 1873, the year suc- 


ceeding the passing of the edict declaring 
the Jesuitical order in the republic extinct, 


their convent and valuable property were confis- 


cated by the Government, and this branch of the or- 


Ger disbanded, all but 11 returning to their homes. 
The Mother Superior, Adelaide of St. Teresa, 
(née O’Sullivan,) having been born in New-York, 
claimed the protection of the United States Con- 
sul, which was accorded her,and she determined 


to re-establish the conyent in the United States. 


Eleven of the members, to preserve their conven- 


tual life, removed in 1877 to Savannah, Ga., but. 
finding the climate did not agree with them they 
removed to Yonkers, took an unoccupied house, 
and fitted it up for temporary uses while looking 
for a suitable spot on which to establish themselves 
permanently. The Carmelite order is one of the 
strictest in the Roman Catholic Church. It 
has comparatively few followers, and_ by 


Tule not more than 21 are permittted to 
inhabit one convent. By special permission 


the Guatemalan cdnvent was permitted to receive 
84. It having been reported that the nuns 
were about to leave Yonkers for Spain, 
a Trves_ reporter. called at the convent 
yesterda to ascertain the cause of the 
contemplated removal of the order to Europe. 
He was shown to the parlor, which is divided into 
two parts by lattice-work, behind which was 


stretched a dark curtain. Directly opposite the 
door, and close to the lattice, was a small round 


table with a chair on either side of it. Just after 
the reporter had arrived the Mother Superior 
entered on the other side of the lattice-work and 
withdrew a portion of the curtain. at the same time 
politely asking the reporter to take one of the 
chairs. She addressed her visitorin Spanish, through 
the lattice, but when informed that he did not un- 
derstand that tongue she welcomed him cordially in 
the purest English, and at his request gave him the 
facts stated above, adding that the order had al- 


ready lost, by reason of its Guatemala experiences 
and its consequences, about $12,500. When asked 
the reason of their contemplated removal, she re- 
plied that not having permission nor the neces- 
sary means for establishing themselves in Yonkers, 
it was feared by their superiors that they would be- 
come a burden upon the place, and have to live by 
charity, and this they could not consent to do. 

“But what is the reason for your determining to 
go to Spain; why do you not remain in this coun- 
try?’ asked the reporter. 

** A Bishop in that country, Fernando de Castro, 
of Leon, knowing ourcondition, sent to the Arch- 
bishop, aking to have us sent to his diocese.” 

“Has Cardinal McCloskey ordered you to give 
up this place ?’; é 

** Yes,” she replied, but she spoke in the highest 
terms of him. 

“How do you manage to subsist now; have you 
any income from any source ?”’ 

“Oh, yes; we have now $200 a month, but this, 
of course, is not sufficient to maintain ourselves 
and build aconvent. Besides, we should like to 
increase our numbers."’ 

“T understand this is the only convent of this 
order in the United States excepting that located 
at Baltimore; is that so?’ 

‘*Yes, I believe it is.’’ 

' “How do your feel about leaving Yonkers; have 
you found it pleasant here, or otherwise?” 

‘You cannot express too strongly our gratitude 
They have 
been so very kind and generous toward us. Nota 
day passes but some present or donation is sent to 
us from the good eee le here. We shall all go 
away from Core roken-hearted, for we have 
learned to love this people. Even Protestants help 
us and do us a great many favors.” 

‘Have you the means to pay all your passages to 
Spain?’ 

“Well, we will get there. We have some money, 
but not any too much.”

BILL. 

GEORGE BLISS SAYS A GOOD WORD FOR 

IT, AND INSISTS THAT THE STREETS 


ARH BEING CLEANED—FINDING MERITS 


IN THE SUBSTITUTE BILL, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 


The time has, perhaps, not yet come when 
the difference of views as to the best mode of pro- 
viding for cleaning our streets can be calmly com- 
posed. But it does seem to me that itis for tne 
public interest that there should be a cessation of 


adjectives, and that some attempt should be made 


to see just where tho two schemes now proposed 


differ. It is very easy to say that those who have 
differed from the friends of the Senate bill are ad- 
vocates of filth, but there is no argument in this. 
It is easy to say that we are rapidly rushing toward 
a pestilence which only the immediate passage of 
the Senate bill can prevent, but the records both of 


the Board of Health and the Street-cleaning De- 
partment show that this is not true, The “Spring 


cleaning” is nearly done—will{be finished this week ; 
68,693 loads of street dirt have been removed since 
March 6, while less than a thousand were removed 
in the two previous months. This is exclusive of 
93,077 loads of ashes removed since March6. Two 
hundred and forty-two miles of the 885 miles of 


paved streets have been cleaned, 


The records of the Board of Health show that 


pestilence is not approaching, and that the mortal- 
ity in this City is not excessive as compared with 
other cities. We are, then, at a point where there 
should be a little reflection, where partisans of the 
one scheme or the other may well sit down, and 


without impugning the motives of either, and, 
divesting themselves as far as possible of pride of 


opinion and of the determination to have their 
own way, examine both bills. There is time 
enough for consideration. No enemy is rapping at 
our doors, and it makes no difference whether a 
billis passed this week or next, if the delay leads 
to a calmer consideration of the question and the 


consequent advocacy of tho best measure. The 


Senate bill, it is now admitted, was fatally defeo- 


tive, and, if no one had dared to ery “halt” in the 
Assembly, we should have had a law under which 
street-cleaning must have absolutely ceased fora 
time, which might have been as long as 60 days. 
The advocates of both the Senate and the As- 
sembly bill claim to be in favor of an absolute and 
undivided responsibility on the part of the person 


charged with cleaning the streets. The Senate 


bill, seeking that end, provides for the appointment 


by the Mayor of a Superintendent, who is to hold 
Office solely at the Mayor's will, ana who does 
everything ** with the approvalof the Mayor” and, 
in theory, nothing without it. The Assembly bill 
provides for a Superintendent who, in effect, 
does everything without being obliged to 
seek the approval of any one. Under 
the Senate bill the Superintendent may at any 
time be removed by the Mayor without any reason, 


He is, therefore, dependent on the Mayor. Ifthe 
latter wishes him, as an election approaches, to 
employ or discharge this or that man, or unnecessa- 
rily increase his force, he must do so or lose his 
piace. If the Mayor wishes him to aid in con- 
trolling a convention so as to renominate the Mayor 


himself or to nominate to some office some 


personal or party friend of the Mayor, he must do 
so. Conceding that Mayor Grace will at the outset 
appoint a competent man, have we any reason to 
believe that heisso far ahove party feelings that 
as the election comes on next Fall he will not de- 
sire and attempt to make his Superintendent act in 
accordance with those party feelings? Or if Mayor 
Grace is able to do this, have we any reason to be- 


lieve that when he goes out of office, 20 months 
hence, his successor wil! imitate his example? 


Again, we all know that, practically, the Mayor 
cannot, after the scheme is fairly launched, give 
his attention to the details. He must leave all 
these to the Superintendent. Yet the latter is not, 
under the Senate bill, the person whom the people 
can hold responsible. The Mayoris the only per- 
son who, even in theory, can be held responsible. 
To enforce that responsibility the only possible way 


is a complaint to the Governor, asking the Mayor's 
removal, Yet we all know and feel that it must be 


a most extreme case whieh would induce any Goy- 
ernor to remove the Mayor of this great City, 
especigily when by so doing he ‘would place 
in hi seat the President of the Board 
of Aldermen to exercise all the powers 
given by the bill. Practicaliy, if the streets are not 
cleaned under the Senate bill, there will be no 
remedy except to wait till the Mayor’s term ex- 


ires, and then to seek to elect some one else, 


‘his is the sum and substance of the practical re- 


sponsibility which the Senate bill gives Jackson 
8. Schultz admitted this in a discussion at the 
Union League Club yesterday. 

Under the Assembly bill, after the Superintend- 
ent has been appointed, he is practically an auto- 
crat, responsible for everything, but removable by 
the Governor oh the complaint either of the Mayor 
or the Board of Health. No official or citizen can 


dictate to him or require the employment or re- 
moval of any one. Itseemsto me that the mere

statement of the two systems in comparison shows 


that there is under the Assembly bill much more of 
practical responsibility than under the Senate bill. 
A Governor would promptly remove a Superin- 
tendent of Street-cleaning on the complaint of the 
Mayor or Board of Health, where he would 
hesitate a long while to remove a Mayor on 
the complaint of one or more. citizens. 


Moreover, when under the Assembly bill 
he removes the Superintendent he remits his 


owers to a successor to be nominated by the 

ayor, not to the mere nobody, or worse than no- 
body, who is almost inevitably the President of the 
Aldermen, and who would succeed the Mayor on 
his removal. I cannot but feei that if Jackson S. 
Schultz and some others of the Committee of 
Twenty-one would calm their excited feelings and 
look this question squarely in the face they would 
be compelled to say that, assuming that a Superin- 
tendent of Street-cleaning were appointed, there 
is, under the Assembly bill, more of the direct, per- 
sonal, enforceable responsibility which they de- 
mand than under the Senate bill. 

But it is urged that under the Assembly bill the 
Mayor’s nominee must be confirmed by the Board 
of Health, and that thereisno certainty that that 
board will confirm a proper man. Itseemsto be 
admitted that Dr. Chandler and Mr. Janeway, of 
that board, would act fairly, but it pleases some 
people to raise a doubt as to Mr. French 
and Health Officer Smith. These people as- 
sume that Mr. French, who I know has been 
for months anxious to get street-cleaning taken 
away fram the Board of Police,would want to keep 
it there, and so would vote against any proper man 
whom the Mayor would nominate, and that Health 
Officer Smith would do the same. I know nothing 
that either of these gentlemen have ever done that 
justifies this assumption. I believe, on the c@n- 
trary, they would both promptly vote to confirm 
any one whom the Mayor is likely to nominate 
for, after the noise that has been made, Mr. Grace 
would not dare to nominate a bad man. The dan- 
ger would be that next Fall he wou!d change or 
control him. But if there is any real reason to 
suppose the Board of Health would come to a 
dead-lock, what would the Committee of Twenty- 
one say to an amendment that in case the 
Board of Health was divided, and failed 
thereby to confirm the Mayor’s nominee, the 
Chief-Justice of the Court of Common Pleas— 
who is none other than Judge Daiy, the gentieman 
who presided over the Cooper Institute meeting 
and appointed them—should have a casting vote ? 
As they agree that Prof. Chandler and Mr. Jane- 
way will vote to confirm any proper nominee, if 
Judge Daly is added to them with a power to out 
vote Messrs. French and Smith there would seem 
to be no cause of complaint. We should then 
have a street-cleaning organization in which 
the Mayor nominates a Superintendent of Street- 
cleaning who must meet the approval of Prof. 
Chandler, Dr. Janeway, and Chief-Justice Daly, if 
Messrs. French and Smith are unreasonable. This 
Superintendent, once appointed, is independent of 
every one; is, in effect, an autocrat. If he fails or 
misbehaves, the Mayor or Board of Health. or 
both, can complain of him to the Governor, and he 
would be tg aed removed and a successor be 
named by the Mayor. Is not this direct, practical, 
enforceable responsibility ? GEORGE BLISS.

LET ALL GOOD MEN UNITE, 
1o the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The suggestions of the editorial on ‘* The 
Politicians’ Dilemma” in THe Times of Sunday 
should receive a careful consideration by every 
citizen who lends his presence to the indignation 
meeting on Tuesday night. 

The power of “ the machine” to defeat the unan- 
imous demands of the people of the City has again 
been proved, and Tae Times has plainly exposed 
the source from which it emanates. It is due, as 
stated, to the fact that the machine selects the 
candidates and makes nominations. Our legisla- 
tors know that re-election is impossible without 
renomination, and that the latter cannot be se- 
cured except through the machine, and they know 
also that before the period of election comes 
around public indignation will have died away, 
new issues appeared, and the concerns of the City 
willbe lost among questions of national impor- 
tance. To defy sentiment is dangerous, but to defy 
‘**the machine” is political death. As affecting 
their personal interests, the choice <f the majority 
ot the Assembly has at least the merit of wisdom. 
They may look with complacency upon the efforts 
of the people, who forget that they are tha ser- 
vants of the machine rather than its masters, and 
assume that the Assemblymen are “ their repre- 
sentatives whom they have elected and have 
dared to oppose their will. 

Let the people not deceive themselves longer. 
Let them see the force of one simple truth, that 
when nominations, which in most cases are practi- 
cally elections, made so by the predominance of 
one or the other party in particular districts, are 
the result of a farce enacted at primary meetings 
and conventions, the final election is necessarily a 
continuation of that faree.

It imposes upon the press 
the performance of the duty which the Legislature 
would leave undone of unearthing these measures 
and explaining their full significance; the duty 
of separating national issues from local con- 
cerns, and exhibiting the absurdity of voting 
for members of Legislatures simply because one 
class professes a certain politic faith as opposed 
to another, both of which have little or no relation 
to local affairs. If this course is persisted in, be- 
fore another election we will find the honest citi- 
zens of all parties ‘‘ pooling their issues’ to make 
a@common demand for the passage of measures 
which would prove the death warrant of the 
machine.

HIS REASONS FOR : RESIGNING THE PASTOR- 
ATE OF HIS CHURCH. 
In response toa request made by the Rev. 


Dr. Stepnen H, Tyng, Jr., on Sunday, the members 
of the Church of the Holy Trinity gathered in the 


church last evening to hear him talk of his resigna- 
tion as Rector, and the circumstances that induced 
him to take that step. A brief service of prayer 
and song preceded the address. Dr. Tyng said that 
some of his friends, secing him looking so healthy, 


were astonished to hear that he was not well, and 
his answer to one of them was, “I don't hang out 


a yellow flag.” The trouble with some people was 
that they were too ready to exhibit their sufferings. 
The merchant who made the.biggest display of 

oods on the street had often very little in 

is store. ‘*I may be Cs rigged healthy looking.”’ 
he added. “‘ but I know that Ihave come to atime 
in the history of my life when it is a question with 
me whether I shall keep on and soon be a burden 


to this church, or whether I shall break off, seek to 
recover force and vigor, and in a short time 


recommence my work. I have been look- 
ing the problem in the face ever since 
I came back. Two years ago my physician 
told me that I would never be able to preach again, 
and at one time I was informed that I would not 
live more than 24 or48hours. I was compelled to 
look this problem of healthin the face, and so I 
asked the Trustees of this church to relieve me of 


the responsibility of the Pastorate. The whole of 


this Winter it has been a burden to do 


work at other times so easy. The collective 
work of the church and the special re- 
sponsibilities belonging to the Pastor are 
beyond my strength.”’. After alluding to the choice 
of the Rev. Dr. Watkins as his successor, and his 
fitness for the position, Dr. Tyng remarked that 
the question of what became of himself was of 
little consequence. He had lived through all sorts 


of calumnies, and it was a comfort to him to 


know that nobody could say anything new 


about him. Why anybody should hate him, 
he did not know. He hated nobody, although he 
felt pretty certain there were persons who enter- 
tained a dislike for him. His one great anxiety 
was the welfare of the church. If the people were 
nee gh to sustain his successor, Dr, Watkins, he 
nad little to fear, and he expressed the hope that 
no person in the congregation would be so carried 
away by their loyalty to him as to say 


that the coming man would not be a success. 


There was one phase of the church work which he 
could not relinquish, and that was the Monday 
evening meetings, which he wished to conduct 
while he remained in this country. He charged 
the congregation to remember the poor and to for- 
get the existence of such a thing as caste. Dr. 
Tyng will attend a prayer-meeting in the church 
to-morrow evening. After the conclusion of his 
address. a meeting of the members was hela, at 
which a committee was appointed to draft suitable 
resolutions expressive of their love and respeet for 
Dr. Tyng as a Pastor and their regret at his de- 
parture, and to arrange for a suitable testimonial.

THE ACADEMY OF SCIANCES. 

There were two topics of some interest be- 
fore the New-York Academy of Sciences last even- 
ing. The first was raised by the exhibition from 
the collection of Dr. frimbie, of New-Jersey, of 


specimens of marine shells and marble which were 
deeply perforated by the larve of insects. The 
marble had been bored inevery directionioadepth 
of from two to three inches, and thus honeycombed 
with passages of small diameter; plugged at the 
entrance with a _ closely cemented deposit. 
This perforation is the work of the larve 
of the Ephemera, (May-fly, or day-fly, 
as it is popularly called,) which pass a year ormore 
of their lives under water, and possess a very brief 
land life. The larva secretes an acid by which the 
limestone is decomposed, and it eats its way into 
the solid rock, where it passes through the trans- 
formation into a pupa. Mr. Alexis A. Julien fur- 
nished the second topic in a paper illustrated. with 
the lantern on the “Building and Ornamental 
Stones in Use in New-York.” He gave a brief de- 
scription of the various kinds of sandstone, lime- 
stone, and granite used in building, and the com- 
position of each, Among the sections shown was 
one of the stone composing the obelisk.

A WELL-KNOWN BREWING FIRM MAKES AM 
ASSIGNMENT—OTHER TROUBLES. 

J. & L. F. Kuntz, the well-known lager-bees 

brewers, at Third-avenue and One Hundred and 


Sixty-cighth-street, Morrisania, have made an as 


signment for the benefit of their creditors to thels 
father, Michael Kuntz, Messrs. Blumenstiel & 
Hirsch being the attorneys. Preferences are giver 
to the amount of $109,817 53 for borrowed money 
to the following: Michael Kuntz, $64,050; estate of 
T. A. Hellenbrandt, $10,000; George Waechter, 
$8,000; Adam Geyer, $7,700; Mrs. Lena Kuntz, 


$6,300; Mrs. Val Frees, $6,000; John Allers, $3,000; 
also, on two notes cashed by Thomas Girvan, ag 
gregating $4,767 53. The preference to Michael 
Kuntz, besides being for money loaned, is also te 
secure him for advances and indorsements mad¢ 
for the accommodation of the firm.

PIERS AND DOCKS. 
SHARP QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS THAT RE 
LIEVED DULL COMMITTEE WORK. 
The piers and docks investigation yesterday 


would have been monotonous but for sharp pas 


sages of words between Chairman Williams and 


Col. George Bliss. The Sergeant-at-Arms reported 
that he had been unable to find the individual 
named P. Baker, from whom Col. Bliss on Satur 
day stated that he had received a letter deciaring 
that the writer had paid a Deputy Harbor-maste1 


$5 for berthing a vessel. A communication wa 
received from certain coal-dealers in Wes 


Eleventh-street to the effect that the statement 
was untrue. After it had been read Col. Bliss said 
that since the investigation had been begun co 
dealers had called on the Dock Commissioners an 
informed them that they had no difficulty now iz 
getting berths for their vessels. Mr. Williams, the 
Chairman, pointedly told Col. Bliss that it was un: 
fair to make such statements without being unabl 
to substantiate them, to which Col. Bliss replie 
that the public understood how the thing was done 
and how little power the sub-committee had. The 
Chairman said he was not going to be dictated to, 
and Col. Bliss said he had not dictated. Mr. Wil- 
liams insisted that he had. 

F. W. J. Hurst, of the National Steam-ship Com- 
pany, testified that his company leased Pier No. 38 
North River, which they had rented from 1878 for 
a term of 10 years’ at 30,000 a year. Merchandise 
had been kept upon it beyond the legal limit, but 
he made the statement that the various steam-ship 
companies haa made an agreement not to. keep 
goods on their piers for more than seven days, 3 
violation of which agreement was punished by 4 
fine. Hisline had 12 steamers, and carried 550,- 
000 tons of freight annually. The 12 steamer 
did the work of 183 _ sailing vessels. 
The only thing of interest in the afternoon session 
was a funny passage in the testimony of Augustin 
Walsh, one of Col. Bliss’s witnesses, in reference 
to the building of new wooden bulkheads in the 
place of the costly stone one now going down, and 
which Col. Bliss claims cost from $500 to $600 per 
lineal foot. Walsh testified that the cost of the 
new wooden bulkhead, which could moreover ba 
built much faster than the old one, was $110 per 
foot. From the mud line the buikhead was of 
square timber, and above of round, and no creosote 
coating was needed.

THE TARIFF ON SUGAR. 
SUIT AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT TO RE- 
COVER MONEY PAID UNDER PROTEST. 

For several years past the sugar importers 
of this country have been unsuccessfully seeking 
to obtain from Congress a modification of the 
\tariff on sugar as fixed by the act of 1875, and con- 
strued by an order of the Treasury Department is- 
‘sued in September, 1879. The contest in another 
‘form was begun yesterday by the opening of the 
trial of the suit of S. & W. Welsh & Co., sugar im- 
porters of this City, against Collector Merritt, 
‘which is, in effect, an action to recover from the 
Government duties which the plaintiffs paid under 
protest, and which they aver to be excessive, un- 
der that order. Thetrial isin the United States 
Circuit Court, before Judge Wallace and a 
jury, and will last probably a week. The 
plaintiffs claim that the Government, through 
its Collector, exacted from them, several thousands 


of dollars in excess of the lawful duties on certain 
importations of centrifugal sugar brought to this 
port from Cuba in August, 1879. They contend 
that the apparent color of the sugar must govern 
the Customs officers in classifying it or determin- 
tng its dutiable rate. The saccharine strength 
of the sugars on which this litigation arises 
fs about equal to that of the local light- 
‘eolored or white sugars, which are required to pay 
‘a duty of 844 cents a pound, yet the apparent color 
of the former sugars renders them liable to a duty 
of only 154 cents per pound. Prior to the passage 
of the Tariff act of 1875, by which the duties on su- 
gars were increased 25 per cent. ad valorem, the 
proportion of low-colored centrifugal sugars im- 
‘ported from Cuba was very small. Within two years 
‘thereafter, however, the proportion of sugars im- 
rted having a great value in saccharine strength, 
Put a very low or dark color and subject only to 
ithe lower rate of duty, had increased to nearly 90 
er cent. of the total importations. The Treasury 
partment becoming aware of this adroit man- 
cenvre among the importers, then issued the order 
of September, 1879, above referred to. This circu- 
Jar spoke of the means used as having the effect to 
*‘degrade the color of the sugar during or after 
manufacture,” as a “‘ fraud on the revenue,” and 
after fixing certain standards of uality 
‘based on the saccharine strength o 4 
‘article, authorized Customs _ officers to seize 
ell or any sugars which had been 
artificially 


colored to defraud the revenue. 
The officers were instructed not to be guided by 
‘the surface. or apparent color of the sugars, in 
classifying them for duties, but that they should 
'be subjected to tests by the polariscope to ascer- 
‘tain their true quality and color, the de- 
partment contending that, according 


mnd saccharine value of the importation, and 
that Cuban sugars must be subjected to the same 
tests. The importers claim that manufacturers 
bave the right to color their sugars to suit them- 
relves either during or after the process of manu- 
facture, and that the color so given to the sugar 
must govern in classifying it for duty. 

There are hundreds of suits, involving upward of 
$1,000,000, depending on the result in this case. The 
Government is represented by United States Attor- 
mey Woodford and Assistant United States Attor- 
Ney Herrick and by United States Attorney Stir- 
ling. of Baltimore. Messrs. Stanley, Brown & 
Clark appear for the plaintiffs.

A bare quorum of voting Senators were in 


their places yesterday, and after establishing 


by their votes the fact that the struggle over 


the offices was to be continued, the Senate re- 
solved itself into the usual debating club. 
The so-called discussion was somewhat 
drearier than before it was inter- 


rupted by the recess, The Massachusetts 


Senators were called upon for the hundredth 


time to explain the legal restrictions on the 
right of suffrage in their State, their South- 
ern critics appearing imcapable of under- 
standing that it is not the legal, but the 


illegal, restrictions on the suffrage which 


make the “solid South’ and the Dem- 


ocratic policy dangerous and detestable. 
Moreover, the pretense that the suppres- 
sion of the Republican vote in the 
South only operates on ignorant and 
mischievous voters, or gets rid of all 


that class, is absurd. The patience of the 


country with the course of the Senate will 


not be increased by the continuance of this 
kind of debate. 


Elections for municipal officers take place 
to-day in the principal cities of New-Jersey, 
and the results can hardly fail to be instruc- 
tive to those who regard with interest the 
breaking up of party lines on'questions of 
local politics. In that much misgoverned 
municipality, Jersey City, there is the most 
bewildering variety of tickets and of organ- 
izations supporting them. Neither of the 
regular parties appears to have placed a 
ticket in the field which will secure 
anything like general support within 
its own ranks; and the new anti-monopoly 
party has put in nomination in certain dis- 
tricts a ticket of itsown. There are other. 
Independents, German, Irish, and non- 
partisan, and altogether such endless 
diversity of views among the voters 
across the North River as will render 
*‘scratching”’ the rule rather than the ex- 
ception, and will make the task of discover- 
ing the results of the election one of uncom- 
mon difficulty. In all which confusion, 
however, the political manager of the period 
may find food for reflection, and the victim 
of local misgovernment much ground for 
comfort. 

RET ARLES ELT TET OPERA 

There was an attempt made in the Senate 
yesterday to kill the bill to permit free visi- 
tation of State, town, and: county charitable 
and reformatory institutions, by the agents 
of the State Charities Aid Association. This 
bill has been favorably reported upon by the 
Senate committee to which it was referred, 
and the motion to recommit it, with instruc- 
tions to strike out the enacting clause, 
was put off by an agreement to  post- 
pone further action upon the bill until 
there should be a full Senate. There is no 
real opposition to the bill except on the part 
of those high and mighty func. 
tionaries of the State, who, being 
charged. with the oversight of charitable and 
correctional institutions, resent all auxiliary 
aid and criticism. It is notorious that pris- 
ons, alm's-houses, and reformatories are liable 
to admft abuses. These abuses are in many 
cases of such a character as to elude such 
inspection as the State Board can afford to 


give the institutions under their jurisdic- 
tion. The State Charities Aid Association, 
acting in the interests of justice and human- 
ity, has done good work in its inspections 
and reports. If the Legislature desires to 
relegate our reformatory and charitable in- 
stitutions to their old condition of imperfect 
supervision, it will not pass the bill designed 
to give the State Charities Aid Association 
such a status as will entitle its corps of vol- 
unteer inspectors to unobstructed entrance 
to places where they cannot possibly do any 
harm and may accomplish much good. 


The latest device for keeping the patron- 
age of the Street-cleaning Bureau for the 
benefit. of Republican ‘‘ workers’’ in this 
City is to create an independent department 
of street-cleaning whose first head shall for 
aterm of four or five years be appointed 
by the Governor, without, we pre- 
sume, the necessity of confirmation by 
the Senate. While we have no doubt that 
Mr. CorneLt would select an able and 
energetic man as Superintendent of Street- 
cleaning, and while such a proposal fulfills 
the requirement for ‘‘some_ responsible 
authority’? made by the citizens’ meeting, 
it is so obviously dictated by a sordid con- 
cern for the possession of the spoils 
of office and is so little in accord with the 
wishes of the people of New-York, that we 
— regard it as merely another of the po. 
itical blunders which Republicans have 
made in dealing with this subject. While 
we have no confidence whatever in Mr. 
GrRack as an individual, he has been duly 
elected Mayor of the: City, and we 
see no prospect whatever for better govern- 
ment in New-York till the Mayor is made 
the chief executive officer in fact as well as 
inname. Ifthe people elect an incapable 
or unscrupulous man to be Mayor, it is they 
who will have to pay the penalty for 
his abuse of power. If the Republican 
Party of the State prepose to assume the re- 
sponsibility for the government of New- 
York, let the City be deprived of all power 
of choosing its own officers, and let 
local © business be intrusted to Com- 
missioners appointed by the Governor 
or Legislature. That plan might or might 
not work for the benefit of the City and of 
the party, but it would at least be honest 
and intelligible, while the patchwork com- 
promises being concocted by a bungling set 
of ‘‘ leaders’’ certainly are neither. 


The letter from Mr. Grtorce Biss in de- 
fense of the Assembly Street-cleaning bill 
proceeds on the assumption that the more 
we can divide power and responsibility 
in Municipal affairs the better will be 
the administrative results. There is abun- 


dant evidence that the great majority 


of the intelligent voters of this City 
have reached a totally different opinion, 


and that in regard to the business of 
street-cleaning, as well as other departments 
of Municipal action, they ate disposed 


to try the experiment of giving the 


Mayor sole power of appointing and -re- 


moving subordinate executive officers. It 
is beside the question to show how a dead- 
lock from the equal division in the 
Board of Health about the fitness of the 


Mayor’s nominee for Street-cleaning Superin- 


tendent may be avoided, since the point at 


issue is whether there is any necessity for 


compelling the Mayor to consult the Board of 
Health atall. No just fault can be found 
with the Assembly bill in making the 


Superintendent less dependent on the Mayor 


for the conduct of all the details of his work 


than he was made by the Senate bill, but if 
the head of every important department of 
the City is to be appointed by the Mayor 
only after consultation with some set of 


persons provided to watch him, we shall 


simply perpetuate the régime of dickering 


and shall fail to make a single step in the 
direction of capable or responsible govern- 
ment. 


THE TREASURY PROGRAMME. 


The first clause in what may be called the 


programme of the new Secretary of the 
Treasury is published this morning. Mr. 
Wuinpom gives notice, under date of yester- 
day, that the Treasury will pay the 6 per 
cent. bonds of 1861 and 1863, principal and 


interest, on the first day of July next, unless 
the holders thereof request that they shail be 


continued during the pleasure of the Gov- 
ernment at 34 per cent. interest. These 
bonds amount in all to $195,690,400, of 
which $40,251,550 are coupon bonds and the 
remainder registered. The notice now 


issued is in substantial accord with the 
plan outlined in our dispatches from Wash- 
ington on Saturday and Monday, and it 
may be fairly inferred from the agreement 
with the plan in its first step that the fur- 
ther course of the Treasury will also be 
that which our advices have indicated. 
Should this prove to be the case, the Treas- 
ury will ultimately offer for sale the 
$104,000,000 of the refunding bonds 
authorized by the act of 1870 and 
still unissued. Should this sale not 
realize a sufficient sum to take up so much 
of the sixes as may not be continued at 34 
per cent., the surplus revenues may be used 
for that purpose. If there should still be a 
deficiency, it can be made up by use of the 
reserve funds in the Treasury as authorized 
by the legislation of the last session. 

The conclusion at which the Secretary of 
the Treasury appears to have arrived is one 
which is likely to receive the general ap- 
proval of the conservative portion of the 
community. It will secure the temporary 
refunding at 34 per cent. of so much of the 
bonds as may be continued, in effect much 
the same as if they had been refunded 
in the certificates or Treasury _ notes 
contemplated by the various refunding 
measures, discussed in Congress at the last 
session. The bonds which are not con- 
tinued, but are paid off by the sale of the re- 
funding bonds, will be refunded at a rate of 
interest to be determined by the premium 
obtained for the bonds soid, ranging, prob- 
ably, from 38.30 per cent. to 3.50 per cent., 
and rather nearer the former than the latter. 
There is still some discussion by persons 
who should be well informed as to whether 
the bonds to be sold should be 4 per cents or 
4} per cents. Our information is that it is 
only the 4 per cents which can be used in 
this manner. On that point the act of July 
14, 1870, and that of Jan. 25, 1879, seem 
conclusive. But if there be any option with 
the Treasury, the 4 per cents are still 
preferable, and for the very reason which is

with the 44 percents. They are not payable 
until 1907. The 4} per cents are payable in 
1891. We believe it to be more for the interest of 
the tax-payers, who, it must be remembered, 
are to furnish the money for the discharge 
of the debt, that the payments should be 
extended over as long a period as is con- 
sistent with a favorable disposition of the 
bonds. The total amount ultimately taken 
from the tax-payers is, of course, greater, 
but it is taken in smaller annual charges, 
and it is extended over a greater num- 
ber of tax-payers and a greater total 
of earnings. The American people as a 
body can certainly make their current sav- 
ings earn them a good deal better return 
than 34 per cent., which would be the maxi- 
mum interest on the 4 per cents, and it isa 
short-sighted policy to take these savings to 
pay a debt which can be honorably and 
easily extended. There is no _ longer 
any question of establishing the credit 
of the country by rapid payments. 
That has already been done, The 
cost was enormous, and undoubtedly 
extravagant. The tremendous payments 
made under the administration of the ‘Treas- 
ury by Mr. Bourwsz.u imposed great sacri- 
fices on the country, which were not at the 
time understood. But they at least brought 
the advantage of placing the public credit 
as to the bonded debt on a very firm and 
universally recognized basis. That advan- 
tage itis no longer necessary to pursue, and 
it would be wasteful to repeat even ona 
smaller scale the sacrifices that it entailed. 
As between a bond payable in ten and one 
payable in twenty-six years, the best inter- 
ests of the country unquestionably require 
the longer term. 

It is one favorable feature of the policy of 
Mr. Winpom that it leaves the business of 
the country time to accommodate itself to 
the action of the department, and introduces 
no extensive and unavoidable change in the 
situation. The holders of bonds are given 
until the 10th of May to decide whether they 
willaccept 34 per cent. interest or whether 
they will take the principal of their bonds. 
This is ample time to arrange for re- 
investment of so much of the principal as 
may be claimed. The Secretary also obtains 
time in which to determine whether it will 
be necessary to resort to payments from the 
reserve and also as to what course should be 
taken with the 5 per cent. bonds. Un- 
doubtedly the speculators would have been 
glad to see a bolder policy declared, and one 
which could not so readily be calculated 
or would be more rapid and decided in its 
influence upon the money market. But the 
policy of the Treasury ought not to be 
shaped to suit the necessities or the desires 
of speculators, The legitimate business of 


the country is, so far as can now be judged, 


to be disturbed as little as possible, and that 


isaresult which cannot but be generally 
satisfactory. 


THH PEOPLE AND THE CAUCUS. 


The meeting to be held at Steinway Hall 


this evening at the call of the citizens’ com- 
mittee to consider the next step in the cru- 
sade against filth in the streets should not 
expend all its energy in indignation, but give 
a little calm consideration to the causes of 


the check which has been encountered, No 


doubt the leading spirits will feel intensely 


indignant. When the meeting was held at 
the Cooper Institute, little more than three 
weeks ago, the cause for indignation was the 
condition of the streets and the negligence 


and incapacity of the agencies intrusted 


with the task of cleaning them. To that 
will now be added the affront which the 
citizens and the committee have suffered at 
the hands of the politicians at Albany. There 
is no doubt that at the Cooper Institute 


meeting the general sentiment of the people 


found expression or that the committee 


appointed at that meeting represented the 
wishes of the citizens. The demand was al- 
most universal that political considerations 
should be eliminated from the business of 


street-cleaning, in order that it might be 


done with efficiency, economy, and hon- 


esty. That demand dictated the commit- 
tee’s bill, which provided a plan fixing the 
responsibility upon the Mayor and freeing 
the operation of the department from con- 


flicting political claims. It declared unmis- 


takably that the power, the facilities, and 


the responsibility of street-cleaning should 
be placed in the hands of the chief magis- 
trate of the City, and that politicians should 
not interfere with the work. Notwithstand- 


ing this was the demand of the citizens, it 
has been rejected by the people’s representa- 
tives in the Legislature. 

Such things can hardly be and overcome 
the citizens’ committee like a Summer cloud 
without their special wonder and intense in- 
dignation. They and the citizens will do 
well to look into the cause of this “effect 


defective.’’ How happens it that the peo- 
ple’s representatives defy the people’s 
wishes? Were they not elected by the 
people’s votes; are they not dependent 
on the people for support and ap- 
proval; must they not look to the people for 
further favors? Such has been the supposi- 
tion, but the people’s confidence in their 
Own sovereign power has received a shock. 
They may well: question whether they rule 
or whether they do not. Mr. TRmBLE 
comes down from Albany, and the Repub- 
lican Association of his district votes ap- 
proval of his action, though there is no doubt 
that a vast majority of the Republicans 
whose votes elected him condemn it. 
How is this to be explained? Dr. Hayes 
advocated the people’s bill and yet voted 
against it. Whence came his sudden change 
of attitude? It was certainly not demanded by 
hisconstituents. Mr. Ropert Ray HamMiutTon 
isa young man of distinguished family and 
of fair ability and promise. He is ambitious 
to figure in the public service, and, perhaps, 
to gain distinction therein. Personally he 
could hardly have failed to be in sympathy 
with the demand that came up from the 
respectability and intelligence of the City. 
But some invisible power constrained him 
to.act against what we must assume to have 
been his convictions and wishes. 

Clearly the people of New-York have lost 
control over their representatives and are no 
longer rulers in their own affairs. There is 


& power somewhere that has usurped their’ 


authority. The Committee of Twenty-one 
and the ‘‘leading citizens’’ fancied the people 
ruled and had only to make their demand suf- 
ficiently unmistakable and imperative to have 
it obeyed, but when they came to convey 
the public behest to the servants of the peo- 


ple they were amazed to find that they did 
not respond with the dutiful alacrity antici- 
pated. We have said that the citizens de- 
manded that political considerations be dis- 
carded in devising means for securing clean 
streets. We believe this to be true without 
distinction of party; but there is a body of 


petty politicians who desire to make all City - 


work, all City expenditure, all City ad- 
ministration subservient to their purposes. 
They wish to use them as forces in party man- 
agement. They have so used them and are 
determined to continue the practice. This 
is what demoralizes the service and makes it 
at once extravagant and inefficient. Now 
do these ‘petty politicians, and not the peo- 
ple, rule? Are they, and not the voters, 
represented at Albany? This is, indeed, the 
deplorable fact which the events of last week 
should bring home to the appreciation of 
the people. These politicians are in effect a 
perpetual caucus. They control nomi- 
nations, They assume to speak for 
Mr. TRIMBLE’s constituents; they give 
Dr. Hayes to understand what he 
must do; on them depend Mr. Hamit- 
TON’s ambitious hopes. The people may 
elect representatives and they may de- 
feat a party. But the men who run the 
caucuses make candidates, and a nomina- 
tion must precede an election. Hence, the 
representatives are subservient to the power 
on which they feel immediately dependent. 
If the people expect to be able to secure re- 
forms they must learn that it is necessary 
for them to choose candidates as well as vote 
for them after they are nominated. It is 
useless to urge them to attend caucuses and 
contend with the politicians of whom we 
speak. They will not do it. But they 
should demand that the primary meetings 
at which candidates are chosen should 
be conducted under the sanction and 
regulation of law, so that they 
may attend and cast their ballots 
as securely as at the final election. There 
are bills now pending in the Legislature in- 
tended to effect this object. They are in 
the hands of the Judiciary Committee of the 
Assembly, where the politicians of the stripe 
we speak of will have them smothered, if 
possible. But the people should be im- 
pressed with the necessity of beginning their 
reforms at the beginnin;ss and of recovering 
their power before they can expect to use it. 


THE STATE OF MORMONDOM. 


To most people it seems a very strange 
thing that the Mormons should so tenaciously 
cling to the practice of polygamy. And it 
must be confessed that the average 
American citizen, (who does not always 
deeply think for himself,) considers that 
the institution of polygamy has been 


the outgrowth of an erotic desire which 


is common to the human family. To some 


extent, doubtless, it is true that the baser 
passions of the Mormon rank and file have 
been influential in strengthening the bulwarks 
of one of the most successful defiances of 


moral and statutory law known to modern 


times. It should not be forgotten that 
Mormonism of to-day, whatever may be 
said of its origin, is largely un-American. 
The two foremost men in the Mormon es- 
tablishment—President TayLorand GroRGE 


Q. Cannon—are of alien birth, No census 


of the Mormon following, showing the 


original nationality of each follower, has 
ever been published. But it is tolerably 
certain that such a census would prove that 
the nationality of the Mormons is divided, 


numerically considered, into something like 


this relative representation: Scandinavian, 


English, Welsh, American. Possibly, we 
might include the Scotch in this classifica- 
tion, placing them before those of American 
birth: But, in the absence of trustworthy 


data, the four nationalities above given may 


stand, with afraction of the population (less 
than one-eighth) lumped as ‘‘all others.”’ 


If there are motives of the baser sort in 
the support of polygamy to be looked for 
among the disciples of Jos—epa SMITH and 


BRIGHAM YOUNG, it would be only natural : 


that we should expect to find these with 


the less moral, less intellectual proselytes 
who have come from European countries to 
support Mormonism. But, while these 
rude and half-animal people constitute the 


bulk of the Mormon population in Utah, it 


should be borne in mind that the Mormon 
leaders have succeeded in induing po- 
lygamy with a certain religious sanctity 
which lifts it above the plane on which it 
is regarded by the casual and the vulgar ob- 
server. In an interview with a correspond- 
ent of Taz Tins, the other day, President 
Taytor said: ‘‘ Polygamy is one of the 
foundation-stones of our faith.’”” Mormons 
always say this. They know very well that 
polygamy is the one thing which distin- 
guishes them not only from all other sects, 
but from all other communities in the civil- 


ized world. And yet, polygamy was not 
originally one of the institutions of the 
Church of the Latter-day Saints, as these 
were alleged to have been revealed to the 
founder of the faith, Josepa Samira. Plural 
wifehood was an afterthought. It came to 
BrigHamM YOuNG, notto Joszrpa Smirn. It 
was Smiru’s theory, (and this was subse- 
quently enlarged and expanded by Youna,) 
that the manners, customs, habits, and modes 
of thought of the people who lived under the 
Mosaic dispensation should be imitated, &s far 
as possible by the members of the Church of 
the Latter-day Saints. To this end there 
was a clumsy revival of the tribal distinc- 
tions which obtained during the existence of 
the Kingdom of Israel. Ignorant Mormon 
teachers, looking into the Scriptures of the 
Old Testament, were fascinated by glimpses 
of the obsolete institutions which flourished. 
during the times whose history is re- 
corded in the five books commonly 
known as the Pentateuch. It was sought 
to reproduce on the plains of Utah 
the life, manners, and social polity of 
the patriarchal age of the East. The sem- 
blance of communism, the institution of 
tithing, and the cumbrous formula of priest- 
hood and temple worship, formed a part of 
this vain attempt to revive a dead faith un- 
deranewname. Of this travesty of a by- 
gone social condition, polygamy constituted 
an important feature. At first, this was in- 
cidental. Now, according to President 
TAYLOR, it is one of the foundation-stones 
of the Mormon faith. 

lt is not surprising that TAyLor thinks 
that it would be unreasonable to demand 


that his people should surrender polygamy 


as a condition precedent to the admission of 
Utah asa State What would Mormoniam 


eM 
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be, among the religions of the present age, 
if polygamy were not its peculiar institution? 
Take away from Mormonism the practice of 
marrying two or more wives, and we should 
thereafter hear very little of that strange 
faith. To say that a Presbyterian colony, or 
a Baptist community, were settled in the 
valley of the Great Salt Lake, holding the 
municipal offices of the chief city, and 
making proselytes of all comers, would not 
excite a rippleof comment among politicians 
orreligious propagandists. But when a sect 
arises, which, in addition to other queer 
doctrines, clings to polygamy as a tenet of its 
creed, the whole world is profoundly moved. 
The absurd pretensions of the early founders 
of Mormonism, however they may have 
disturbed the rude populations among which 
the Mormons began their work, would have 
long since fallen into disrepute and neglect 
if the Mormon Church had not been kept 
alive, peculiar, distinct, and unique, by the 
practice of polygamy. 

And the Mormons are asked to give this 


up as a preparation for entrance into the 
family of States. TayLor puts the case very 
squarely when he says that ‘‘ Utah should be 
admitted regardless of any considerations 
purely of a religious character.”’” From a 
Mormon point of view, polygamy is purely 
a religious matter. TAyLor does not seem 
to consider that it would be equally logical 
for a sect to insist that infanticide, for ex- 
ample, was purely a religious matter. The 
civilized world declares that a man can law- 
fully have but one wife. The civilized 
world also declares that the killing of one’s 
children is murder. There is no more empha- 
sis laid upon one of these practices than upon 
the other. This is recognized by the people 
of the United States outside of Utah. If 
Utah is to be admitted as a State, it will 
be without any radical change in the faith 
and practice of its people. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

Like all reformatory measures, the efforts 
of Adjt.-Gen. Townsznp to improve the 
National Guard of this State have met with 
a great deal of opposition. Fault has been 
found with the proposal to reduce the num- 
ber and strength of the uniformed regi- 
ments, and with the plan by which Gen. 
TOWNSEND seeks to put an end torifle prac- 
tice. Toalarge extent the press has taken 
the side of the fault-finders, and has en- 
deavored to apologize for the abuses which 
the Adjutant-General is striving to abolish. 
This is a very sad spectacle, but it is one to 
which, alas, the community is only too well 
accustomed. 

By putting a stop to rifle practice the 
State will save a large amount of money 
which is now wasted. It costs money to 


keep a rifle range in good condition, and 


every time a soldier. discharges his rifle the 
State loses three or four cents’ worth of 


powder and lead. Each member of the Na- 
tional Guard loses several days’ time in the 
course of a year in rifle practice, and seri- 


ously injures his clothes by lying on the turf 


to take aim. Moreover, after a day’s prac- 


tice is ended, the men are apt to indulge in 
lemonade and other expensive and deleterious 
refreshments, such as are popularly believed 
to have no effect on the steadiness of the 


nerves, If rifle-shooting is entirely abol- 


ished, these evils will cease to exist, and it 
is difficult to see how any economical patriot 
can honestly give them his approval. 


It is urged that it is absolutely necessary 
that a soldier should know how to® shoot. 


To this sweeping and impudent assertion an 
unhesitating denial should be given. The 


notorious dangers which now attend and are 
almost inseparable from a battle are due to 
the fact that soldiers know how to shoot. 
The careless use of fire-arms on the part of 


the men of Lrg’s army caused the death of 


thousands of Union soldiers during the late 


civil war. Had not a man of the Confeder- 
ate Army known how to load and fire a 
gun, the Union soldiers could have marched 
to Richmond and had a nice quiet excursion 


without the loss of a single life. Thousands 


of patriotic but prudent men who did not 


enlist in the Union Army during the war 
for the reason that the Confederates knew 
how to shoot would willingly have given 
their services to the country had the enemy 
been as ignorant of rifle-shooting as Gen. 


TowWNSEND intends to make our National 


Guard. In the face of such facts as these it 
is simply monstrous for anybody to pre- 
tend that soldiers ought to be taught to 
shoot. If there is any ‘one thing which 
would do more than another to render war 


a pastime worthy of prudent men, it is the 


total abolition of rifle-shooting at any and 
all times. 

But it is well understood that Gen. Town- 
SEND does not intend to confine his econom- 
ical and humanitarian reforms to the mere 
abolition of rifle practice. After abolishing 
rifle practice he proposes to abolish rifles 
altogether. It is claimed that the rifles now 
owned by the State can be sold for seven 
dollars each. Neat wooden guns, closely 
resembling rifles in appearance, but very 
much lighter, can be purchased from con- 
tractors at a cost of not more than fifty cents 
each. By substituting these wooden guns 
for the rifles at present in the hands of the 
National Guard the State will make a profit 
of six dollars and a half per gun, and the 
interest of the aggregate sum thus saved 
can be used to increase the pay of deserv- 
ing staff officers. 

Every mother who has a son in the Na- 
tional Guard will warmly approve of the 
wooden-gun reform. The regulation rifle 
is, as all women know, a dangerous thing, 
liable to go off at any moment and hurt 
somebody. The wooden guns would be ab- 
solutely harmless, and a mother could with 
a light heart permit her son to attend regi- 
mental balls or even to march in procession 
on Decoration Day, bearing his wooden gun 
on his shoulder. If our regiments were fur- 
nished with the new Townsend weapon, 
the soldier would be spared much of the 
perspiration and weariness of war. Those 
who have seen the Seventh Regiment march- 
ing down Broadway under a broiling sun, 
toiling under the weight of their heavy 
rifles, have had a glimpse of the horrors of 
war. No such harrowing spectacle will be 
seen when once the Seventh is armed with 
wooden guns, and mothers and sisters will 
everywhere rise up and bless the noble 
Adjutant-General who has done so much for 
the comfort of the soldiers and the Treasury 
of the State. 

When the wooden gun is introduced into 
the service there will be an end of the hloody 


riots which have disgraced this City. The 
hatred with which our rioters regard the 
National Guardsmen is solely due to the fact 
that the latter are armed with dangerous 
rifles. The Orange riot, in which the late 
Col. Fisk so brilliantly distinguished him- 
self, would never have taken place had not 
regiments armed with real guns been present 
and fired on the citizens. Had the regi- 
ments been armed with the Townsend 
wooden gun the mob would never have 
taken the trouble to attack them, and they 
would never have fired on the mob. The 
same thing is true of the draft riots, and we 
can safely affirm that if our soldiers had no 
other arms than wooden guns collisions be- 
tween regiments and mobs would be un- 
heard of. 


No one who admits the propriety of the 
proposal to abolish rifle practice can con- 
sistently object to the proposal to give the 
National Guard wooden guns in place of 
costly rifles. If Gen. TownsEND has not 
yet formally proposed the latter reform it is 
because he knows that it must logically fol- 
low the former, and that if he can once con- 
vince people that it is an error to teach the 
soldiers how to use their guns, he can after- 
ward take the guns away without the least 
opposition. It is evident that we have at 
last in the Adjutant-General’s office a man 
who understands precisely what ought to be 
done in order to make our National Guard 
the envy of all other States, and it is a shame 
that his efforts do not receive the hearty sup- 
port of the press and people.

We have had occasion more than once to 
call attention to the excellent system for the pre- 
vention of fires adopted by the mill mutual insu- 
rance companies of New-England, and comment is 
again called for in consequence of the publication 
by Mr. Epwarp Arkinson, President of the Bos- 
ton Manufacturers’ Mutual Insurance Company, 
of acircularin relation to the recent burning of 
the Bartlett Mills. Mr. Argryson has always main- 
tained that if the lessons taught by fires were prop- 
erly heeded the result would be a great diminution 
in fire losses. Ordinarily not the least attention is 
paid to these. The cause of a fire and the reasons 
for its rapid progress are passed by; underwriters 
either do not have the time or the inclination to 
look into these questions with any degree of mi- 
nuteness, while the mass of property-owners are 
even more indifferent. In striking contrast to this 
is the action taken by the mutual companies. The 
facts concerning the outbreak and spread of this 
fire have been carefully collected. It is shown that 
the fire would have been speedily extinguished if 
certain defects in the roof of the building in which 
it started had not existed, which defects, by the 
way, had been previously pointed out, and would 


by this time have been corrected if the fire had not | 


occurred. The mills were supplied with steam 
pumps and a trained fire department, but the 
water supply was one which the Fire Department 
of the town felt called upon to use in order to pro- 
tect the surrounding property of private individu- 
als, hence almost at the outset of the fire the steam 
pumps in the mills were without water; the sprink- 


lers, stand-pipes, and hose were useless, and three 


large mill buildings were destroyed, involving a loss 
of several hundred thousand dollars to the mutual 
companies. But the pith of the matter is found in 
the inferences drawn. First, there is the necessity 
of having an independent supply of water, and 
second, the danger of having large hollow spaces 
between the roof and the upper rooms in a buiid- 


ing, into which a fire can penetrate, and 


where its extinguishment is a matter of great difi- 


culty. The former of these conditions is plainty 
brought to the attention of mill-owners to whom 
this circular is sent, while respecting the latter, Mr. 
ATKINSON distinctly states that the mutual com- 
panies will notin the future insure mills in which 


these defects exist, and warns their owners that 
they must make the desired improvements before 


their present policies expire. Itis by this admira- 
ble system that cotton and woolen mills in New- 
England have been made less dangerous risks to 
insure than first-class warehouses in this City. 
With usif acompany meets with aloss in conse- 
quence of some obvious defectin the building in- 


sured, it rarely, if ever, happens that its managers 


feel called uponto decline another risk having 


these same defects which is the next day pre- 
sented tothem. They trust to luck, in the hope 
that the misfortune will not fall to them again, 
and thusit happens thatin spite of the numerous 
warnings received, builders go on putting up 
churches, warehouses, and dwellings which offer 


every facility for the extension of a fire and none 


for its suppression. They know that they can get 
the buildings insured, and therefore trouble them- 
selves no more about the matter. Itis this reck- 
lessness which lends force to the statement, that 
if we had no fire insurance companies, the annual 
tax upon this country of fire losses, which now 


amounts to about $100,000,000, would not foot up 
to one-tenth of that sum.

The conservatism of capital is a favorite 
phrase with financiers, but it is a characteristic 
which is most conspicuous by its absence from the 
financial hub of the universe just now. The most 
casual reader of the London newspapers cannot 


fail to be struck by the reckless extravagance 


shown in advertising innumerable and most diverse 
joint stock schemes, which, at this distance, seem 
to be either the flimsiest and wildest speculations or 
the boldest of swindles. The classification will be 
made according rather to the degree of human 
charity possessed by the observer than to any 
essential difference in the character of the schemes. 


As to the character of atleast one enterprise there . 


ean be no sort of doubt. Itis a company, with a 
capital of £50,000, for the purpose of making and 
selling an improved coffee; that is, coffee improved 
by adulteration with roasted and dried dates. In 
the month which has goné by since that company 
was previously and more at length spoken of in 
these columns there have been sales, apparently 
real and not “ wash”’ sales, of its stock at six times 
its par value. So far as we are informed, the com- 
pany has not yet divided a penny dividend. The 
South Sea Bubble shares of £100 sold at £1,000, 
to be sure; but when the ostensible bases of the 
two schemes are considered, it must be admitted 
that the date coffee company has surpassed its pre- 
decessor. Itis, of course, impossible to instance 
another such a perfect example of the speculative 
mania, but there are many others which crowd it 
hard. Our mining craze has taught a good many of 
us that the shares so prettily printed do not neces- 
sarily represent even so much as a hole in the 
ground, although they do very tolerably represent 
holes ina good many*pockets. But our Colorado 
mines are sober, well-considered, and easily ac- 
cessible schemes when contrasted with the projects 
to dig tin, lead, gold, or silver out of the soil of 
Australia, or Venezuela, or India, or anywhere else 
so far distant from London that the promoters can 
sell their stock at a premium before anydndepend- 
ent examination of the alleged mine can be made. 
Then there are several joint stock companies to 
run hotels, which is probably the business most 
unfit to be so managed, Another company pro- 
poses to start a brewery, and a kindred scheme 
has for its object the export of a mineral water to 
India. Return cargoes of oil extracted from sun- 
flower seeds, which either are, or doubtless might be, 
produced in India in large quantities, would alone 
pay an incalculable profit. It isa hard heart, in- 
deed, which can resist the blandishments of the 
prospectus of the Atkins Water-softening, &c., 
Company. Cent per cent., at least, seems to be 
hidden under that “&c.” A Yankee would adver- 
tise the Vin Santé and Non-alcoholic Beverage 
Company in the religious weeklies. There are two 
or three companies which propose to buy up the 
larger part of the lana left unsold in our Western 
States, and do better with them than ourslow- 
coach farmers have been able to. A dozen oth- 
er projects explain themselves—such as the In- 
nocuous White Lead Manufacturing Company, the 
Horse-shoe Manufacturing Company, the-Employ- 
ers’ Liability Insurance Company, the East Coast 
Brick and Tile Company, and so on ad infinitum. 
Now any one or all these companies may make 
money; it isthe suddenness and unanimity with 
which the crop has sprung from the ground pre- 
pared by long years of commercial distress to which 
wae wish to call attention Besides. there are 


these two unfailing ear-marks of a speculative 
craze: The shares are mostly for £1 each, thua 
bringing the luxury of stock-gambling within the 
reach of those who can worst afford it. And the 
promoters promise profit quite as much from pre 
miums as from dividends. 
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In this connection it is interesting to learn 
from the current number of the Bankers’ Magazine 
of London its estimate of the total holdings of 
British capitalists. The list includes home and 
foreign Government loans to the amount of 
£750,000,000 in each class. Home railways 
are down for £720,000,000, and foreign com- 
panies for £200,000,000. Indian Government” 
and railway stocks foot up £180,000,000. Other 
securities of all kinds held by British irvest- 
ors, including canals, docks, shipping, land, finan- 
cial, iron, coal, mining, manufacturing, and indus- 
trial companies—in short, commercial joint stock 
companies of all kinds—bring up the grand total to 
£3,465,000,000. The average interest is said to be 
446 per cent., and to aggregate £157,000,000 annual- 
ly. That is about £4 5s. per annum per individual in 
the British islands, and about £2 of thatis paid from 
toreign sources. Thirty-two million pounds of this 
interest money is disbursed in January, £15,500,C00 
in February, £12,500,000 in March, £19,000,000 in 
April, £6,000,000 in May, and £3,500,000in June, and 
practically similar payments are made during the 
last half of the year. The heaping up of the pay- 
ments in certain seasons of the year exists here as 


-well as there, and the tendency in both cases 


is to disturb the money market unnecessarily 
and undesirably. Information gained from an- 
other trustworthy source defeats the hypothesis 
that the stock-gambling schemes spoken of in 
the preceding paragraph exist only on papet 
by the following figures: Excluding the Metropoli- 
tan Board of Works loan, the French loan, and 
loans held partly abroad, there was paid up on new 
joint stock schemes in London during January and 
February no less than £9,750,000, and in March, (to 
the 18th,) £1,130,000. The total amount of the face 
of the new shares issued in January was £9,000,- 
000; in February, £5,000,000, and in March, (to the 
18th,) £4.250,000. Sothe ball seems to be rather 
gaining headway than losing it. These figures 
might have turned the head of Cresvs, and fairly 
have turned the heads of many Londoners.

Sines it was boasted of ancient Rome that 
she possessed more statues within her walls than 
living inhabitants, no age has erected so many me- 
morial statues to great men as our own. What 
mote impresses a stranger in the streets of London, 
Munich, or New-York than this? Despite our uni- 
versal absorption in material advancement, we 
have here manifested a worthy and exceptional 
reverence for the heroic past. London in late 
years has added many such monuments to a collec- 
tion already large, and there is promise now that 
the project so long discussed of erecting on the 
Thames Embankment a statue of Witttam TyNDAL 
will be carried out. Only three years remain to 
complete a period of four centuries since 
this great man was born. and as the present 
year wili see in print a new translation of the Scrip- 
tures, there would be a special fitmess in the erec- 
tion of this monument. To him more than to any 
other man English-speaking nations are indebted 
for the version which they already know by heart. 
And yet Tynpat did not make his translation is 
England, nor did he publish it there, but was foreed 
to seek refuge from persecution in Germany, 
“ finding,” as he said, “* no place to do it inal 
England.” He almost alone among scholars at the 
university was able to read Greex well, and ta 
London he went for encouragement in his pro- 
jected work of rendering the New Testament into 


English. But of encouragement he found none in 


ecclesiastical places; rather the reverse of it. An 
Alderman of London kept him in his house fora 
half-year, and whenZhe departed for Ger 
many to find LuTHEeR, the Alderman, by 
giving him £10 to pay his way, got himseif 
committed to the Tower. Under LutHseErR’s eye, 


TyNDAL carried forward his work and, at Antwerp, 
the New Testament saw the light in 1526, Copies 


were carried secretly into England and sold with a 


rapidity that exhausted three editions before 1530. 
Bishops anathematized the work, and copies of it 
were burned by authority in St. Pauls. Momen- 
tous changes occurred in those times in the English 
Church. Mrmes CoverpaLe, with a license from 


Tomas CROMWELL, quietly joined TyxDaL in Ant 


werp, and with him completed aversion of the 


Old Testament and revised the New. Thus, in 
1536—the year of TynpaL’s martyrdom—was print- 
ed in London, with a dedication to the King, the 
first complete copy of the English Bible under 
royal sanction. Scholars have agreed in bearing 
the highest testimony to the beauty and faithful- 


ness of TynpaL’s work. As we know the New 


Testament to-day, it is substantially the version he 
made, and for that majesty, simplicity, and splen- 
dor of diction for whichit is everywhere renowned, 
more is probably due to him than to all others wha 
have had a part in translating it. Therearea few 
men iv the world’s history, like MicHarEL ANGELO, 


Leonarvo, and SHAKESPEARE, who, by the force of 


a master-genius, accomplished great tasks easily 
and left very little to be done after them. TrxDat 
in no small degree was one of that class, ;

The statement in our literary col- 
umn of the 11th inst. that the aggregate number of 
volumes of State decisions ‘increases at the rate 
of nearly 1,000 annually” is a ‘typographical de- 
parture” from the fact; it should read 100 (one hun- 
dred) annually. Thus, the number for 1878, count- 
ing strictly, may be stated at 92, (ninety-two;) for 
1879, 84, (eighty-four;) for 1880, 101, (one hundred 
and one.) A liberal'mode of counting—that is, 
reckoning duplications and periodicals chiefly, but 
not wholly, devoted to reporting decisions—would 
add ten or a dozen volumes each year.

Miss Arbuckle, who has been a pupil of Signor 
Errani, of this City, made her début, and proved to 
be a soprano of whom much may beexpected. She 
has a pleasing, flexible voice of good power and 
agreeable quality, and, fora young artist, uses it 
with considerable skill. In the first part she sang 
Bn elaborate aria, with variations, by Vaccai, and 
tesponded to the encore with Schubert's well- 
Known ‘Serenade,’ with the cornet obligato by 
her father. The concert was somewhat noisy, but 
was well arranged, and, onthe whole, creditable to 
Mr. Arbuckle.

A DEPUTY MARSHAL MURDERED. 
REVENUE OFFICERS SEAGRAVES SHOT AND 
THEN ROBBED BY UNKNOWN MEN. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 11.—Col. W. M. 
Woodcock, Internal Revenue Collector, to-day re- 
ceived particulars of the murder of Deputy United 
States Marshal Henry Seagraves, in Macon County. 
Seagraves, accompanied by Samuel Cox, while re- 
turning from an official trip to Sumner County, 
stopped at a house 12 miles from Lafayette for sup- 
per. While there, four men appeared at the cabin 
ofanegro near the house, where Seagraves and 
Cox were eating. and inquired if the two men had 
arrived. They were answered in the affirmative, 
and fired two shots to attract Seagraves and 
Cox to the cabin. The shots had the de- 
sired effect, the two revenue officers and their 
host hastening toward the spot. When near the 
cabin, Seagraves was shot in the centre of the 
breast and through the right wrist, the wounds 
causing instant death. Cox fled and his Host re- 


turned to his house. After Seagraves fell the as- 
sassins told the negro to go to Rutherford’s house 
and say that if Seagraves and Cox would send them 
all the papers and money they had with them they 
would not molest them further. The negro took a 
lantern and started for the house, but had only 
gone a short distance when he came upon the body 
of Seagraves. He returned to the men and in- 
formed them of what he had seen. They told 
him to return aud bring the man to them. 
The negro refused. The men then tried to get him 
to go out and drag the body to the cabin by the 
heels, but again he refused. The men then went 
out to where the body was lying, and after rob- 
bing it of watch, pistol, and money went away. 
The negro does not know who the men were, but 
thinks they were from Sumner County, and that 
they had been following Seagraves and Cox all day. 

The body of Seagraves remained where it fell 
until the next day. when the Coroner at Lafayette, 
who haa been informed of the murder, held ar 
inquest. The body was_ removed to Lafayette, 
where the family of the deceased officer resided. 
A Deputy Marshal was murdered near the same 
spot several years ago. When the assassins were 
robbing the body of Seagraves they kept up a con- 
tinuous yelling, and laughed and sang during the 
entire proceedings.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 
——~>-—— 


The three-story brick building No. 52 East 
Bay-street, Charieston, 8. C., used as a store-room 
and packing-room for loose cotton by W. L. Miller, 
was destroyed by fire last evening. The loss is estt- 
mated at about $11,000. The building was insured for 
$8,000, and the stock of about 80 bales of cotton for 
$3,000. Two of the colored work people, a man 
and woman, who were engaged on the premises. 
are missing, and are supposed to have been 
consumed with the building. The man was seen at 
a window just before the root fell in and has not 
been seen since. A force of men is now engaged 
in searching the débris for the bodies, but without 
success so far. The origin of the fire is not known. 
The flames burst out suddenly, and the occupants 
of the building who are not missing, 10 in number, 
barely escaped with their lives. 


On Saturday evening the house of John M. 
Palmer, at Hampton Beach, N, H., was burned, to- 
gether with the stable and a confectionery store. 
The loss is $1,600; insurance, $700. The fire com- 
municated to the cottages'of Mrs. Horace Marshall, 
Mrs. Hastings, and Charles Morrill, all of which 
were destroyed; also, the barns of James Perkins 
and W. P. Davis. There was a strong wind blow- 
ing at the time. The total loss and insurance can- 
not yet be ascertained.

A. B. Daniels, a ‘‘ Fifty-niner,’? Vice-Presi-

The Hon. Charles Milton Emerson died at 
New-Orleans, yesterday morning, at the age of 72 
years. He was a native of Vermont, was gradu- 
ated at Harvard, and went to New-Orleans 42 
years ago. He was a practicing lawyer, and, be- 


tween 1867 and 1872, Judge of the Third District 
Court. 


Capt. John Allan, late commander of the 
steam-ship Rhiwindda, of the Edwards Line, died 
of pneumonia at the residence of his friend, Mr. 
T. Hogan, No. 220 Schermerhorn-street, Brooklyn, 


on Saturday. His vessel arrived here on the 2d. 
but be was not taken ill until several days after- 
ward. The funeral services will be held at the 
residence of Mr. Hogan, and the remains will be 
buried in Green-Wood Cemetery. Capt. Allan was 
well known as an excellent shipmaster. He was 
about 40 years of age, and has been in the employ 
of the Edwards Line since it was started. He 
ere a wife and four children, who reside in 
ardiff. 


The Hon. Nathan F, Dixon, of Rhode Island, 
died at Westerly, in that State, last evening. Mr. 
Dixon was born at Westerly, May 1, 1812, and after 
being graduated at Brown University, in 1833, he 


pursued the study of the law at New-Haven and 
Cambridge, and was admitted to practice at New- 
London in 1837. From 1840 to 1849 he was a mem- 
of Rhode Island, and 
in 1844 was a Presidential Elector. He served as a 
Representative in tse Thirty-first Congress, and in 
1851 was again returned to the General Assembly 
of his native State. This office he held, with the 
exception of two years, until 1859. In 1863 he was 
again elected to Congress, serving for four consec- 
utive terms, and being a member during that time 
of several important committees.

THE BIG MATCH BEGUN 


SCHAEFER LEADING ON 7HE FIRST 
NIGHT. 

INDIFFERENT PLAY RELIEVED BY SOME 
BRILLIANT KUNS—SCHAEFER TWO HUN- 
DRED AND EIGHTY-THREE POINTS AHEAD 
IN THE THIRTY-FIFTH INNING. 

George F. Slosson (the champion) and Jacob 
Schaefer, the two leading billiard players of the 
country, crossed cues in the Academy of Music 
last evening for a purse of $4,000. The match will 
last five evenings, and is played under the rules of 
the ‘‘Champion’s Game,”’ by which the old-fash- 
joned, interminable ‘‘rail-nursing” 1s “1 a meas- 
ure restricted, The match grew out of the re- 
markable game in which Jacob Schaefer defeated 
William Sexton in Cooper Institute, and when 
cushion caroms were played in the City for the first 
time. Schaefer professed to dislike the old 600- 
point game on the ground that it was too short to 
afford a thorough test of skill, and, in consequence, 
when the men were matched the long game of 
4,000 points was selected, and modeled on the plan 
of the Slosson-Vignaux match played in Paris 
in December last. Under this plan 800 
points are played each night, and the player 
who has the final inning any one night 
continues and finishes the run on the succeeding 
evening, the balls at the outset being replaced in the 
position they lay when 800 points of the preceding 
evening game were reached. The practice of both 
experts has been unprecedented in brilliancy, and 


play of the finest description is expected through- 
out the struggle. Much money has been wagered 
on the result, Slosson being the favorite with good 
odds. He is himself pecuniarily interested in the 
game, and interest is added to the match also by 
the fact that Schaefer has never yet succeeded in 
defeating Slosson at this style of game. 

The champion camein early and sat unnoticed in 
the parquet for a time, but when Schaefer and 
he came together to the table there was an out- 
burst of applause. Dudley Kavanagh, who had 
been chosen referee, took his official seat later on, 
and beside him sat Alonzo Morris, Jr., Schaefer’s 
umpire, and William Sexton, who looked after 
Slosson’s interest. Budd Scofield, the marker, 
drew the ‘* balk-lines’”’ with tailor’s chalk at the cor- 
ners of the table, cutting off 48 inches of the 
‘‘ nursing” surface of the long rails and 24 of that 
of the short rails. 

The experts then sent the balls rolling along the 
green baize for the lead, and at 8:17 o’clock, 
Schaefer having won the “bank,”’ struck the cue 
ball with a carefully studied stroke. It counted, 
but he missed the next shot, and Slosson placed 6 
to his credit. Schaefer followed with another 
miss, and then, in three strokes, Slosson had 
gained the rail, and began to piay with the great- 
est delicacy. scarcely moving the balls. They 
nestled near the interdicted ‘ balk” spaces, and it 
required much nicety of manipulation to turn 
them away from the chalk lines. In afew minutes 
they passed 50 and began to chime out the caroms 
quickly. Schaefer watched them wiih folded arms 
and crossed legs. After a time the player drove 
them away, but they came docilely back into per- 
fect position. He made a “ massé,” and then, amid 
applause, the marker called ** 100." He made 113 
in all, to which Schaefer responded with another 
rniss, which, however, was of no advantage to 
Slosson, who made but 1 in his third inning. 

Schaefer now gained the rail himself, and rang 
out the caroms with his usual rapid, easy stroke 
until he was unexpectedly cut short by an easy 
miss, afterscoring exactly 50 shots. Slosson next 
made 5 shots, and broke one of his suspendersin the 
effort. This seemed to disconcert him {tor atime,and 
he played but poorly, allowing Schaefer, who was 
peste no better, to slowly catch up with and ger 

im in the twelfth inning. He played prettily at 
this point, and held the spheres well under control, 
plying his cus very Gexterously. He passed 

losson’s run, but the balls still obeyed his will, 
and seemed inclined to nestle onthe railfor an 
indefinite time, so fine was the expert’s position 
play. But at length, on an easy shot, as usual, the 

layer stopped, having put 209 shots to his credit. It 
ncreased his score to 320, Slosson’s standing 152. 
Four unsuccessful efforts to count followed this 
display on Schaefer’s part, while Slosson seemed 
likewise unable to gain control of the fickle 
spheres. After along series of reverses, however, 
he at length forced them into obedience, and in 
his eighteenth inning, by prolonged position play, 
gained a side rail, and set out on what gave prom- 
ise of being a brilliant run. They yielded over 100 
on the journey, and then dancing across the table, 
scattered helter-skelter over the green baize. 
They got straight in line at length, and missing by 
a hair’s-breadth a very difficult ‘*twice-acréss-the- 
table” stroke, Slosson retired, having counted 178. 
It carried his total score up to 356, 82 ahead of his 
adversary, and brought out a neat run of 50 caroms 
from the Jatter. 

A period of monotonous, amateurish play suc- 
ceeded, until Schaefer awoke once more the lan- 
guishing interest of the spectators by a beautiful 
exhibition of ‘‘nursing.”’ He skillfully glided by 
the “balk” lines. and seemed to hold control of 
the spheres as if by magic. But the spell dissolved 
atlast andthe display ended, but not until the 
player had run 239 points. This made him 650 
in all, and gave him a commanding lead 
of 283 points on the champion. To add to this ob- 
stacle to Slosson’s progress, the balls rolled obsti- 
nately into *‘ safe’’ position, and thwarted his at- 
tempts to manage their movements. By dint of 
persevering effort Slosson forced the balls into obe- 
dience to his cue, and _ he began to play 
strongly, and gathered 119 before an unlucky 
‘kiss’? cut short his play. His score stood now 
517 to Schaefer’s 688. The run closed Slosson’s 
efforts for the evening, forin the next inning—thke 
thirty-fifth—Schaefer drew the balls to the bottom 
rail, played them awhile in an “ unnatural’’ posi- 
tion, then turned them, and, hugging the ‘‘natu- 
ral” rail, ran 112, leaving the balls midway on 
the right rail. He stillhasalead of 283 points on 
his adversary, but this cannot form a basis for 
judging as to the ultimate result, as Slosson can 
easily sweep it away, even though Schaefer should 
increase it largely in finishing the inning. Ap- 
pended is the complete score of the evening’s play:

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SAVED BY EATING A DOG

THIRTEEN MEN WHO LIVED ON 
THE DOG FIVE DAYS AT SEA. 
RESCUED THEN FROM STARVATION BY AN 

ENGLISH STEAMER—PARTICULARS OF 
THEIR TERRIBLE SsUFFERINGS—AN- 
OTHER CREW TAKEN FROM A SINKING 

SHIP. 


The British steam-ship Nebo, Capt. Gordon, 
which arrived from Rio Janeiro yesterday, fell in 
with a bark on Friday last, the crew of which had 
passed several days without food or water. The 
Nebo sailed from Rio Janeiro witha cargo of coffee 
27 daysago. At7:300n the morning of the &th, in 
latitude 88° and longitude 73°, the bark was dis- 
covered ahead flying signals of distress. She was 
a German vessel of about 500 tons. A boat was 
lowered from her side, and some one in it was seen 
waving the skin of an animal in his hands. A thin, 
emaciated man, who proved to be the Captain of the 
bark, cried out that he and his men were starving. 
A ladder was put over the side and the starving 
men slowly climbed it and {were lifted to the deck, 
The Captain was taken down into the cabin, and 
the rest of the boat’s crew were sent forward, 
where food and drink were placed before them. 
The Captain said the name of his bark was the 
Tiger, which was then 125 days out from Liverpool, 
and bound for Baltimore. His men manifested 
their gratitude in extravagant gestures, and seized 
the food which was brought them and ate it eager- 
ty and tremulously, looking hurriedly about them 
meanwhile, like starving animals who have 
not eaten anything for many days. They had eaten 
nothing but a dog in the past five days, and not a 
drop of water had passed their lips for nine days. 
Provisions and water were then sent, comprising 
two boat-loads of flour, bread, beans, beef, water, 
&c. When the Nebo’s boat started to return the 
crew of the bark could not find words capable of 
expressing their gratitude. After having been de- 
layed two hours the steamer proceeded, and when 
the Tiger began to sink out of sight she was head- 
ing toward Cape Henry, with a favorable wind and 
all her lower sails set. 

The Tiger sailed from Liverpool on Dec. 4, and, 
owing to head-winds and calms, was considerably 
delayed. Seven weeks before she was fallen in 
with bythe steamer she was within 14 miles of 
Cape Henry. Buta heavy north-westerly gale set 
In, driving the vessel before it. It was in vain that 
she attempted to make headway against the storm, 
and when it had passed over the bark was well out 
into the Gulf Stream. Earlyin March the provi- 
sions ran short, and the crew was put on short al- 
lowance, both of food and water. On March31 the 
last drop of water was served out, and on the 
morning of the 8d the last scrap of food was eaten, 
and there remained on board nothing with which 
to sustain human life save a dog and a cat, two pet 
animals belonging to the Captain. The dog was a 
fine black one, of which the Captain was very fond. 
He begged for its life, but the 12men who composed 
his crew refused to listen to him. Accordingly the 
dog was butchered, and the blood was instantly 
taken as food by the starving sailors. The flesh of 
the animal was soon gone, and its bones were 
picked until they shone like polished ivory. Mean- 
while the pangs of thirst were unendurable. The 
Captain had refused to eat the portion of dog's 
flesh which had been apportioned him, saying the 
men, who besides their regular duties were obliged 
to pump the vessel out at intervals, needed it more 
than he. After the dog had been eaten, two ves- 
ge!s, one a German bark and the other an American 
schooner, were sighted and signals of distress 
were made, but both vessels passed on witnout 
heeding them, although the men had made fran- 

‘tic efforts to attract attention. Several men talked 
of suicide, while the others longed to devour the 
‘body of the first comrade who should take his own 
life. Some were even willing to cast lots to see 
‘~who should die first. After the dog had been 
eaten the men cut pieces of leather from their 
shoes, and, after soaking it in linseed-oil,. at- 
‘tempted to eat it. All of the oil was used for this 
purpose, and at night none could be used for the 
side or even binnacle lights, so the helmsman was 
obliged to steer his course by the stars when the 
nights were clear, and to guess at it when the sky 
was overcast. 

The sufferings of the men from hunger and thirst 
became more frightful as the days continued. On 
the morning of the 8th it was decided to kill the 
tat. The Captain begged for its life, but his men 
sternly refused this request. Just as they were 
about to kill it some one discovered the smoke ofa 
steamer astern. In an instant all hands were gaz- 
ing anxiously in that direction, and the Nebo’s hull 
soon appeared to rise out of the distant water. 
Afterthe experience with the two vessels which 
bad passed on without noticing them, the men 
were fearful that the Nebo would treat them in 
the same heartless manner. The skin of the dog 
evas given to Capt. Gordon, who has cured it and 
will keep it as a souvenir of the occasion on which 
be saved from starvation 18 men who for five days 
had nothing to eat but this dog. 

Two or three piers lower down the river from the 
Nebo, in Brooklyn, the three-masted schooner 
Theresa, of Boston, Capt. McQuin, was docked 
yesterday morning, having on board the crew of 
the schooner Mary T. Bryan, Capt. Hugg. which 
was abandoned on the 7th, in latitude 35° 39’, and 
longitude 69° 42’. The Bryan sailed from Pascagoula 
for Philadelphia, with a cargo of lumber. on March 
316. She was in bad condition, and on the 4th of 
April she had been strained so heavily that at 
nightfall there were 18 inches of water 
in the hold, and next day the vessel 
leaked at the rate of three feet per hour. 
About 45,000 feet of lumber were thrown overboard, 
andon the morning of the 7th the steering appa- 
ratus gave out. The men were fast becoming ex- 
hausted. Their food for several days past had 
been uncooked. Late in the afternoon a schooner, 
which proved to be the Theresa, was discovered. 
She answered the signals of distress and hove to. 
After struggling for an hour anda half among the 
heavy seas in a small boat, all hands reached the 
Theresa. The boat had capsized once during this 
perilous journey, and two of the men narrowly es- 
caped drowning. At sundown the Theresa pro- 
ceeded on her course. The abandoned schooner 
measured 899 tons, and was built at Camden, N. 
J., in 1873. She had on board when she last sailed 
nearly 300,000 feet of pine lumber, which was par- 
tially insured, as was also the vessel. Both together 
were worth about $50,000. The schooner was 
owned by several different people, but hailed from 
Philadelphia. The voyage of the Theresa was a 
very stormy one. On the 4th John Hutch- 
ins. a seaman, fell overboard and was 
drowned. Capt. Curtis, of the bark Granada, 
which arrived from Nuevitas yesterday, reports 
that on the Bist, in latitude 31° 16’ and longitude 

7° 26’, he spoke the ship Ragna, of Pictou, leaking 
badly. He consented to remain ‘by her for 20 hours. 
The gale then abated, but the Captain refused to 
abandon his vessel. The Granada proceeded, and, 
when last seen, the crew of the other vessel were 
busy throwing overboard her deck-load of yellow 

ine lumber. The Ragna was bound from Darien 
or King’s Lynn, England. 
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CIVIL SERVICE PROMOTIONS. 
As the result of the recent civil service ex- 
amination, Collector Merritt has appointed Col. 
Madison M. Cannon, a clerk in the Fourth Divi- 
sion, at $1,600 per annum, to the vacant liquidating 
clerkship. Although the regular salary of that po- 
sition is $2,000 per annum, Mr. Cannon will receive 


but $1,800, as under the rules he cannot be promot- 


ed more than one grade atatime. No $1,800 clerks 
competed for the position. Mr. Cannon served 


during the waras Lieutenant-Colouel of the For- 


lieth New-York Volunteers, and he has letters from 
Gen. Hancock, Sheridan, and others testifying to 
his gallantry. The vacancy thus created was filled 
by the appointment of Chancellor Martin, a $1,400 
clerk in the First Division. Mr. Martin was grad- 
uated from the Military Academy at West Point in 
the Class of °68. In June of that year he was ap- 
ointed to a Second Lientenantcy in the Third 
‘nited States Infantry. He resigned two years 
later to accept a position in the Khédive's 
service, where he remained four years, with the 
rank of Major on the general staff. When he en- 
tered the Customs service, six months ago, he 
made the highest record of any one who has ever 
passed a civil service examination in that institu- 
tion. Under the rules the Collector has the choice 
of the three men who score the greatest number 
of points. In both the above instances he selected 
the men standing at the head of theirclass. Wil- 
iam Howe Mason, a Clerk in the First Division at 
£1,200, was appointed to fill the vacancy caused by 
the promotion of Mr. Martin. Mr. Mason was ap- 
ointed a liquidator in the Custom-house by Col- 
ector Barney, in 1862. Two years later he was 
promoted to an Entry Clerkship, which position he 
reteined until 1870, when he was discharged for 
political reasons, no charges having been preferred 
egainst him.

DEATH OF PHINEAS BARTLETT. 


————— 

CAREER AS A NEW-YORK MERCHANT 
AND HIS MELANCHOLY AFFLICTION. 

Phineas Bartlett, who, up to afew years 
ago had been a prominent New-York merchant, 
died on Sunday, at his residence in New-Haven, 
Conn. Mr. Bartlett was born in Conway, Mass., 
about 1829. At first it was intended that he should 
take up one of the professions, but weak eyes pre- 
vented close application to study, and he deter- 
mined to enter mercantile life. Accordingly he 
came to New-York and obtained a clerkship in a 
wholesale dry goods house. In 1854 he was em- 


ployed by Vincent, Clark & Co., and in a short 
time he became a member of the firm of Clark, 
Pardee & Co., which succeeded Vincent, Clark & 
Co. Afterward be became a prominent member 
of the firm of Pardee, Bates & Co., and on 
the dissolution of the firm in 1867, he es- 
tablished the firm of Bartlett, Beery & Co., 
which lasted for five years. In 1872 the firm of 
Bartlett, Beery, Reed & Co. was formed, and _ this 
Was succeeded two years later by Bartlett, Reed 
& Co, Four years ago last July, Mr. Bartlett was 
compelled by failing health to retire from busines3, 
and then Mr. Reed and Mr. L. M. Bates, who had 
been a member of the firm of Clark, Pardee, 
Bates & Co., formed the existing firm of Bates, 
Reed & Cooley, which succeeded L. M. Bates & Co. 
Mr. Bartlett had inherited a taint of insanity, 
which began to manifest itseif a year or two be- 
fore he left business in excessive irritability of 
temper and strong prejudices at sight. His irrita- 
bility did not at first attract special attention, 
because he had always been an exceedingly nerv- 
ous man. At length it became evident that his 
mind was affected, and his physicians advised him 
to give up business. This he did, but for at least six 
months afterwards he was, toall appearances, sane 
except on one or two points. He was finally sent 
for a time to Bloomingdale, and afterward was 
taken to the Middletown asylum, and from there 
to the private asylum of Dr. Buel, at Litchfield, 
Conn. But no treatment availed to restore him, 
and he was at last carried, a hopeless and harmless 
lunatic, to his home at No. 675 Chapel-street, New- 
Haven, where he died on Sunday. He wes a man 
of great energy, both mental and physical, 2 pro- 
digious worker, and was widely known for his in- 
tegrity of character and conscientious scruples in 
regard to all business matters. As an evidence 
of his scrupulous honesty as well as his public 
spirit, it may be mentioned that during the war he 
was particularly careful in making the fullest pos- 
sible returns of his income tax, and he used to say 
that for the support of the Government, if from no 
other consideration, every man ought to pay the 
last dollar of his income tax. While in business in 
this City he resided at South Orange, N. J., where 
he was a prominent member of the Congregational 
Church. He leaves a widow and two sons, the 
elder about 20 and the younger about 16 years of 
age. His funeral will take place from his late resi- 
dence in New-Haven at 2 P. M. to-morrow.

WORK OF THE GRAND JURY. 


HIs 


JUDGH COWING READS THE BODY A LEO- 
TURE ON ITS TARDINESS. 

On Friday last the Grand Jury laid aside the 
prison cases to take up the street-cleaning question. 
They had only been four days in session, and had 
disposed of so few cases that the calendars of the 
two parts of the Court‘of General Sessions could 
not be made up from cases awaiting disposition in 
the Tombs, and old bail cases had to be resurrected 
in order to keep the Judges occupied. When Part 
I. of the court met yesterday morning, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Bell was unable to do any business 


until the Grand Jury came into court, his calendar 
being made up mainly of cases in which in- 
dictments had’ been ordered on Friday. 
Shortly after 11 A. M. yesterday the Grand 
Jury, headed by the foreman, Mr. Simon 
Stevens, of No. 29 Broadway, handed in a small 
bundle of indictments. Judge Cowing, address- 
ing them, said: ‘‘ Gentlemen, the District Attorney 
has directed my attention to the fact that the 
cases in the Tombs are rapidly accumulating, very 
few having been disposed of so far this term. As 
the two parts of this court have to depend on 
your body to supply them with business, and the 
warm weather is rapidly approaching, you will see 
the necessity of devoting sufficient time daily to 
the disposal of prison cases. The last Grand Jury 
disposed of something like 450 cases during the 
month of March, but Iam afraid if you go along 
at this rate [looking at the seven bills which he 
held in his hand) you will not dispose of 50 
during your term. I would suggest, gentle- 
men, that you at least devote sufficient 
time daily, to the investigation ot prison cases, 
to keep the courts occupied.” The Grand Jury 
then retired, and evidently profited by the lecture 
read them by Judge Cowing. In an hour they had 
disposed of all the cases before them, and reap- 
eared in court with the new bills found. ‘‘ Your 

onor,”’ said the foreman, after he had handed up 
his indictments, ** We are now ready for the trans- 
action of further business.”’ Judge Cowing said the 
announcement gave him pleasure, and he would 
see that the District Attorney kept them amply 
supplied with business during the remainder of the 
term. The witnesses not having been subpcenaed, 
no new cases could be taken, and the members of 
the Grand Jury adjourned for the day. 
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THE STREET-CLEANING QUESTION.

PREPARATIONS FOR THE MASS-MEETING TO- 


NIGHT. 


The Committee of Twenty-one on street- 
cleaning met yesterday morning to complete ar- 
rangements forthe grand mass-meeting which is to 
be held in Steinway Hall to-night. Chief-Justice 
Charles P. Daly will call the meeting to order, and 


will introduce the Hon. John Jay as permanent 
Chairman of the meeting. Among those who have 


promised to be present and address the meeting 
are Messrs. Jackson 8S. Schultz, Roswell D. Hitch- 
cock, Joseph H. Choate, Dr. William H. Draper, 
and ex-Gov. Salomon. Mr. Morris K. Jesup, one of 
the Secretaries of the committee, said last evening 
that they had been overwhelmed with assurance 
from prominent citizens of their approval of its 
work. ‘It’s only the ward politicians who are 
opposed to the bill,” he continued. “The dirty 
condition of the streets affected the interests of 
every business man, and they are wits us, irrespec- 
tive of politics. People won’t comé to the City 
while it is in such a disgraceful condition, and thus 
the transportation companies, the hotel-keepers, 
the theatres, and the merchants, are equally af- 
fected.’’ Mr. Jesup said that the Messrs. Steinway 
were ‘“‘so deeply interested in the matter,” that 
they had offered the committee the free use of their 
hali for the meeting. 

Police Commissioners French, Nichols, and Ma- 
son will appear before Mayor Grace at 11 o'clock 
to-day to answer to the charges recently preferred 
against them by the Mayor. The latter will have 
at his command the services of Corporation Coun- 
sel Whitney as legal adviser, and the Commission- 
ers will, of course, have lawyers on hand to look 
after their interests. No special programme of 
proceedings has been arranged. The charges will 
be read, the Mayor will put in what evidence to 
support them he has gathered, and then the Com- 
missioners will make the best defense they can. 


How long the Alontboble continue it is impossible 
to say, but it will probably be several weeks before 
the Mayor will be ready to take final action in the 
matter.

THE SAGERT INQUEST. 


———< > 
TESTIMONY IN THE CASE BEFORE CORONER 


HERRMAN. 


The Coroner’s office was crowded yesterday 
by an assemblage of curious spectators at the 
opening of the inquest in the case of Edward Her- 
man Johannes Sagert, the black-mailer, who was 
shot dead on Thursday last by Detective Samuel 
J. Campbell. Among those present directly inter- 
ested in the proceedings were Mr. and Mrs. Stras- 
burger and their little daughter Rosa, Miss Spelden, 
the governess, and the Rev. Dr. Adolph Huebsch, 
of the Temple Ahavath Chesed. A number of the 
friends of the Strasburger family were also pres- 


ent. Vogel was brought into the room hand- 
cuffed to Detective Campbell. The following- 
named gentlemen comprised the fry; Ss. 
Hamburger, J. Burke, J. Purcell, D. Pet- 
tigrew, C. J. Smith, F. Weisgeiber, Thomas 
Wood, J. R. Maxmillian, Patrick Coogan, 
D. Rosenburg, Ralph Weill, Joseph Kopetsky, S. 
Goebel, and J. Baker. Coroner Herrman opened 
the proceedings by an address to the jury, in 
which he reviewed the salient points in the case, 
and concluded by saying that, although reference 
was made in the black-mail letters to Nihilism and 
Socialists, no society or body of men should be 
held responsible for what the deceased and Vogel, 
his accomplice, nad done unless evidence was pro- 
duced to connect the society with the attempted 
abduction and black-mail. 

Mr. Louis Strasburger was the first witness. He 
said he had never seen Sagert alive, and then went 
on to relate the circumstances with reference to 
the reception of the first letter from the conspira- 
tors. on Dec. 24, 1880. He paid no attention to the 
matter, and on March 27 the attempt was made to 
abduct his daughter. Mr. Strasburger continued 
his relation of the reception of the different letters 
which had so annoyed him. Mrs, Strasburger cor- 
roborated the testimony of her husband. She also 
testified that Detective Campbell was in the house 
on Thursday morning last when the last letter was 
received. She read the letter and made Campbell 
acquainted with its contents. It was then arranged 
that Miss Spelden should go out with the envelope, 
and the detective left the house, scaling the fence 
and going oat on Sixtieth-street. 

Jacob Bernheim, of No. 145 East Sixtieth-street, 
a bright, intelligent lad, testified that at about 12:30 
on Thursday afternoon a strange man accosted 
him at Sixty-first-street and Third-avenue, and 
asked him, in broken English,8if he could speak 
German. He said he could, and the stranger then 
asked him to take the note to Mr. Strasburger’s 
house, which he did. 

iss Louisa Spelden, the governess, testified that 
she had never seen Sagert while alive. She made 
the acquaintance of Vogel on the steamer coming 
from Europe, and he called on her twice at Mr. 
Strasburger’s house. On one occasion he was ac- 


companied by Eugene Frederick. She never saw } 


him in company of Sagert. On Thursday morn- 
ingtiast, after} the receipt of the letter, she went 
out with the decoy envelope. She walked down Six- 
ty-first-street toward Madison-avenue, and when 
near the corner of Madison-avenue and Sixty-first- 
street she heard a pistol-shot, and, as this was the 
signal mentioned in the letter received, she dropped 
the caveiupe and walked away. She saw the man 
who fired the shot, but could not recognize him. 

The Rev. Adolph Huebsch related the incident 
of the attempt to abduct little Rosa Strasburger 
from his Sunday-school. Dr. Huebsch said that at 
first he did not identify the body of Sagert as that 
of the man who had brought the note to the 
Sunday-school, but since that time he had hada 
conversation with Vogel, who told him that it was 
Sagert, and that he was partially disguised at the 
time. Dr. Huebsch visited the Morgue yesterday, 
and after a closer examination of the remains, 
which he said looked more life-like than when he 
saw them at the station-house, gave it as his 
opinion that Sagert was the individual who had 
brought the decoy note to his Sunday-school. 
Ese  eeaueened fully accords with the statement of 

ogel. 

Adolph and Emil Danziger gave an account of 
Sagert’s movements since he arrived in this coun- 
try in July last, and Mrs. Martha Schneer, the 
housekeeper at No. 332 East Fifty-second-street, 
testified to renting the rooms in the house to Vogel 
and Sagert, where it is believed the conspirators 
intended to imprison the abducted child. Conrad 
Stelman, who keeps a lager-beer saloon at No. 155 
East Fifty-fourth-street, testified that Sagert and 
Vogel visited his saloon together severaltimes, The 
first time Sagert came there he asked Stelman jf 
there was a synagogue in the neighborhood, and 
Stelman said there was one at Fifty-fifth-street and 
Lexington-avenue. Vogel and Sagert were in the 
saloon on the Sunday morning that the abduction 
was attempted. 

Benjamin Vobs, who keeps a toy store at No. 149 
Delancey-street, related what he knew about Sagert 
and Vogel, which was in substance similar to his 
statement published in Tae Tres of Sunday last. 

The inquest was then adjourned until to-day, 
when Vogel and Detective Campbell will be called 
upon to make their statements.

THE BURGLARY IN BROOKLYN. 

No clue has so far been obtained by the Po-
